In 1953, however, the company 
discontinued the Anheuser- 
Busch lines, but continued 
selling other beers to retailers. 
Later the partners sold it. The 
original owners, the Cam- 
manaro brothers, teamed up 
with National Distributors and 
bought the company.

Busch said the brewery sold 
beer to B & B, while Beck Jr.

Actually, only two 
weeks remain for the considera-

After that, appropriation bills 
and other “must” legislation 
will be given the right of way. 

Only Four Major Bills. 

So far, only four major bills 

have been enacted into law dur- 


ing the first four months of the | 


session. 

Gov. 
submit the usual gubernatorial 
legislative program for the con- | 
sideration of the assembly with 
the result that the Legislature 
has had no co-ordinated pro- 
gram before it. 

In his message to the as- | 
sembly, Gov. Blair explained 
he was not submitting a formal 
legislative program because he 
did not think new state services | 
should be established until a 
thorough study has been made 
of the state’s finances. 

Exept in a few instances, he 
did not recommend any changes 
which could strengthen existing 
state programs and_ “services 
without a materia] increase in 


expenditures. And he did not 
submit formal budget recom- 
mendations, merely’ turning 


over to the Assembly the fund 
requests of various state de- 
partments and asking the Legis- 
lature to decide whether the | 
requests were justified. 

Like Rudderless Ship. 

In the absence of guberna- 
torial guidance, except in two 
instances, the legislative session 
has plodded on like a rudderless 


ship without any major objec- 


tive or goal. 

This left the Legislature sub- 
ject to greater pressure from 
special interest lobbies, and 
from state and local officials 
who wanted to have their sal- 
aries raised. More salary in- 
crease bills are pending this 
session than ever before, in the 
memory of veteran legislative 
observers. 

Three of the four major bills 
enacted into law so far this 
session were worked out and 
pushed through the assembly 
by organized lobbies affected 
by the measures. The fourth 
was-speedily enacted as a re- 
sult of Blair’s active and ef- 
fective support. 

The latter measure Is 
state’s new nursing home 
spection and regulatory law. 
Following the nursing home 
fire at Warrenton, in which 72 
persons were killed last Feb. 17, 
the Governor threw his full 
influence behind the measure, | 
which was enacted and became 
effective within a few weeks. 


Other Major Actions. 

The other major bills passed 
so far include the law regu- 
lating the investment of idle 
state funds, which was backed 
by the Missouri Bankers Asso- | 
ciation: a measure increasing | 
pensions paid under the state | 
teachers retirement act, except 
in St. Louis and Kansas City, 
which was sponsored by the e | 
school lobby, and the liberalized | 
unemployment compen sation | 
law, jointly supported by labor | 
and business. 

Still pending, and likely to 
be passed before the session | 
ends, are important bills to 
modernize Missouri's juvenile | 
code and child labor laws, im- |

He said 
the punishment should “go be- 
yond the mere dismissal” of the 
employe responsible. 

He expressed hope than an 
inquiry by the Senate investi- 
gations subcommittee would 
lead to legislation placing the | 
judicial functions of these 
agencies, as distinguished from | 
their administrative functions, | 
“under the same high standards | 
that apply in courts of law.” 


“This is a reform that is long | 
overdue,” said Jackson, who is | 
acting as chairman of the sub- | 
committee in its investigation | 
of what he has described as the | 
leak of a major Civil Aeronau- 
tics Board decision last August.

Despite these difficulties, it | 
is possible to go right ahead 
with planting plans whenever 
'the soil is dry enough to work 
properly. It isn’t too late to 
plant! — Thanks to improved 
methods of handling and mov- 
ing nursery stock, the planting 
season is no longer limited by 
the calendar to a few short 
weeks in spring and fall. 

Dug in Winter. 


It is true, of course, that 
bare-root roses, shrubs and 
trees should go into the ground 
in early spring. Nowadays, how- 
ever, much nursery stock is 
either balled, “canned” or pot- 
ted. Container-grown roses, 
shrubs or trees can be set out 
without any shock at all, pro- 
viding that the earth ball about 
the roots is carefully handled, 
so that it remains unbroken. 

Many balled shrubs, ever- 
greens and trees, are now dug 
in winter or early spring, and 
have been kept in lath houses. 
Such plants have spent many 
weeks in the “recovery room,” 
and have had time to recover 
from the shock. When handled 
with care, these plants may be 
moved safely, even during hot 
summer months. 

If the weather turns hot, it 
is a good idea to partially fill 
the hole, firming the soil well 
around the ball. Then add copi- 
ous amounts of water (unless 
the soil is very soggy). After 
the water has drained away, 
the hole can be filled with 
loose dirt (a mixture of top- 
soil, peat moss and perlite gives 
fine results). The surface 
should then be protected with 
an airy mulch of leaf compost, 
partly-rotted manure, sawdust, 


or other organic wastes. 

When a shrub or evergreen 
shows signs of wilting, some of 
the sappy new leaves and 
branchlets should be trimmed 
off. During the first two or 
three days, it may be necessary 
to give the needles or leaves 
frequent shower baths, adjust- 
ing the hose nozzle until it 
makes a fine, misty spray. This 


soil becomes waterlogged, the 
plants will literally drown. 
Plant All Summer. 
If a valuable tree or ever- 
green must be planted late in 
the season, it would be advisa- 


ble to turn the job over to the | 


nursery 


“We plant right through the | 


summer months,” one St. Louis 
nurseryman declares. “So many 
subdivision developers won't 
wait for a planting. They want 
trees and shrubs right away. 
Sometimes I think that our 
summer plantings get along the 
best.” 

At any rate, abundant soil 
moisture will surely help new 
plantings. Bare-root roses and 
shrubs that were set out this 
spring seemed to sprout new 
leaves overnight, and have been 
growing with scarcely a set- 
back. Plants that will be set 
out in coming weeks may have 
to be watered, of course, but 
at least they will have the ben- 
efit of abundant subsoil mois- 
ture. 

During this season of heavy 
rains, we've had an opportunity 
to check the garden and 
grounds drainage = _ problems.

ing, if that had not been done, 
and it appears warranted. 

Basement leaks and flooded 
gardens may also point to fun-| 
damental mistakes in grading 
and drainage of the entire area. 
Correct grading not only slopes 
the contours of the ground 
properly, but should provide 
ample “waterways,” so that ex- 
cess moisture drains off rapid- 
ly. Unfortunately, hurried and 
unskilled graders may just level 
and smooth the ground, giving 
little consideration to drainage. 
Sometimes the slope actually 
shunts quantities of water to- 
wards the foundation of the 
house. 

This problem can be partly 
corrected if the foundation bed 
can be built up higher against 
the wall, and then sloped to 
grade, to drain water away from 
the house. In some cases it 


may be necessary to install 
drains and sewer pipes to carry 
the water away. It goes with- 
out saying that the downspouts 
of the house should be prop- 
erly connected to a drainage

Jet-Age Airways in the Offing 


Imminence of Sonic Speed Era Prods CAA Into Action 


Secretary of Commerce 
Weeks, Long an Avid 
Budget Trimmer, Does a 


Sharp About Face.

WASHINGTON, May 4. 
B ELATED recognition by high 
officials that passenger safety al- 
ready is threatened by obsolete 


air navigation and traffic control sys- 
tems has brought about frenzied ef- 


forts to modernize the airways before 
the problem becomes even more acute 
with the delivery, beginning next 
year, of large orders of jet transports 
being built for the airlines. 


Secretary of Commerce Sinclair Weeks 
had been charged with penny-pinching at 


the expense of safety by drastically reduc- 


ing budget requests of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration in spite of the phe- 


nomenal growth of aviation. But he ap- 


peared before the House Appropriations 
subcommittee March 11 to ask for un- 
precedented sums, and in a year when 
Republicans and Democrats alike appear 
determined to chop billions from the rec- 
ord $71,800,000,000 Eisenhower budget. 


Weeks, the most avid trimmer of budget 
requests of his departments during the 
days when he was promising a “business 
man’s administration,” this year is asking 
for $410,550,000 for CAA, or four times 
the total amount it received from Congress 


in the first four years of the Eisenhower 
Administration. 


Of the amount sought for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1958, $175,000,000 was for 
all-important air navigation and traffic 
control equipment. This sum was substan- 
tially more than four times the four-year 
total of funds obtained for this purpose. 

Furthermore, the $175,000,000 sought 
for fiscal 1958 is only a part of a program 
for air navigation equipment and traffic 
control . facilities running through 1962 
and requiring a capital investment of 
$810,000,000. Maintenarice and operating 
costs of the system, designed for common 
use by civil and military planes, upon its 
completion, are estimated at $430,000,000 
a year. 


Committee Pares Request. | 


The House Appropriations Cémmittee 
has cut the total CAA request to $328,325.- 
660, reducing the amount for the airway 
plan to $116,561,860, although it com- 
mented on the urgency of installing ade- 
quate airway facilities because of the great 
increase in jet aircraft. Another serious 
cut was in funds for the Weather Bureau, 
which reported it would have to forego 
services essential to air safety unless these 
amounts were restored. 


CAA had done little but thumb-twid- 
dling until last year when the sorry state 
of affairs was brought to light in hearings 
conducted by Senator A. S. (Mike) Mon- 
roney (Dem.), Oklahoma, chairman of the 
Aviation subcommittee of the Senate 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce, 


Senator Monroney, investigating the 
forced resignation on Dec. 11, 1955, of 
Frederick B. Lee as Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministrator, declared that Lee was 
“dumped” because Secretary Weeks and a 
“ground-minded transportation clique” re- 
fused to go along with his recommenda- 
tions for an improved airways system. 

Lee testified that he was reprimanded 
by his immediate superior, Louis S. Roths- 
child, Under Secretary of Commerce for 
Transportation, for seeking funds to mod- 
ernize the airways and for making 
speeches calling for “radar and more ra- 
dar” in the interest of air safety. 

Lee’s budget requests were nearly 


halved by the Commerce Department and 
were then successively lowered by the 
Budget Bureau and by Congress, leaving 


scarcely enough to maintain and operate 
the present obsolete airway aids. 


In November, 1953, seven months after 
Lee’s appointment, a management engi- 
neering firm was employed to survey CAA 


and without any consultation with Lee, 
recognized as an aviation expert as well as 
a lawyer and engineer, brought in a report 
showing how to save $13,000,000 a year by 
eliminating many air traffic control towers 
and firing 2250 employes. Rothschild, a 


Kansas City chain clothing store owner 
before he came to Washington, testified 
that a few administrative changes had 
been made as a result of the survey, but 


that “no sections of the survey have been 
finally and formally abandoned.” 


Danger In Lag Cited. 


Senator Monroney was unsuccessful in 
obtaining passage of his bill to remove 
CAA from Commerce Department domi- 
nation by making it an independent agen- 
cy, but he did succeed in calling attention 
to the danger resulting from its failure to 
keep airways abreast of conditions created 


mon system” of airway communications 
and control. 

“Since 1950,” the study group reported, 
“there have been over 65 mid-air collisions 
involving civil aircraft” with heavy loss of 
life. There would have been more, it was 
said, except that “our presently overload- 
ed traffic control system arbitrarily limits 
the number of aircraft in the air during 
bad weather.” 


A month later the President appointed 
as his personal aviation facilities planning 
adviser Edward P, Curtis, 60-year-old East- 
man Kodak Co. vice president who was a 
flyer in World War I afid served in the 
Air Force as a major general in World 
War Il. Curtis submitted an interim re- 
port last month and it was immediately 
transmitted to Congress by Mr. Eisen- 
hower as a part of a message in which he 
referred to “the gravity of our present and 
anticipated air traffic problems.” . A com- 
prehensive report from Curtis is expected 
this month. 

Another alarming disclosure came last 
May when pilots began to report “near- 
misses.” Before that time, pilots had kept 
silent about such matters for two reasons. 


First, they didn’t want to-“hurt aviation” 
by frightening people. Second, the Civil 
Aeronautics Board could force any pilot 
reporting a “near-miss”.to testify as a wit- 
ness in prosecuting the vidlator of CAB 
safety regulations. But the failure of the 
CAA to accomplish anything toward air- 
way modernization and the CAB revision 
of its rules to permit confidential reports 
of near-misses, resulted in a new set of 
statistics. 


Four Near-Misses a Day. 

Near-miss reports came in at the rate of 
nearly four a day. A study of 452 cases 
in a four-month period showed that in 123 
the aircraft came within 100 feet of each 
other and in 202 instances the distance was 
between 100 and 500 feet. 


Then, on June 30, American aviation’s 
worst disaster occurred. Two airliners, 
one bound for Chicago, the other for Kan- 
sas City, left Los Angeles three minutes 
apart and an hour and 27 minutes later 
collided at 21,000 feet, crashing into Grand 
Canyon with 128 persons. 


The fact that only one plane was in- 
formed that the other was in the general 
area in uncontrolled air space not moni- 
tored by Air Traffic Control pointed up

the weakness of the present system. It 
served also to call attention to the im- 
portance of improved navigation facilities 
because of the limitation of the pilot's vi- 
sion. Planes currently in use permit only 
13.8 to 21.5 per cent of the normal field of 
vision. When two planes are on the same 
general course, one higher than another, 
as these in the Grand Canyon crash were, 
neither pilot may see the other plane. 


Sharp Rise In Five Years. 

There had been 131 mid-air crashes of 
civil planes in the last 10 years, but the 
death of 128 persons in one accident 
served to prod lethargic officials again. 
The year ended with a record of 144 pas- 


‘ senger fatalities on domestic airlines. In 


1955 there had been 156—quite a rise 
from the 16 in 1954, or even the 86 in 1953 
and the 46 in 1952. 

Big business, in the persons of two large 
airline heads, were reported to have talked 
to Secretary Weeks at a Virginia resort 
early last year, warning him that such a 
disaster as later occurred would point the 
finger at the CAA and the Department of 
Commerce. 


The attitude of the Department of Com- 
merce toward CAA changed. Instead of 
the bothersome stepchild, it became a Cin- 
derella. James T. Pyle, then acting Civil 
Aeronautics Administrator, was able to 
attack vigorously the air navigation prob- 
lem. 


The former navy and airline pilot, who 
has logged 4000 hours, was able, without 
criticism from superiors, to tell an Octo- 
ber meeting of women flyers in New York 
that the Government was two or three 
years behind in the job of keeping air- 
planes separated in flight, that the airways 
communication system had become “al- 
most intolerable,” making it necessary for 
a pilot in a 90-minute flight from Wash- 
ington to Boston to make 33 voice commu- 
nications over 13 radio frequencies. 


Pyle told of traffic control centers 
where CAA employes had to make hand- 
written reports on each airplane in the 
area. The CAA, he Said, had been 
“kicked around” in its efforts to obtain 
funds for modern airway control. But he 
saw hope in new radar, closed circuit tele- 
vision, improved communications and 
other automatic electronic equipment for 
the traffic controllers.

The Air Co-ordinating Committee, under 
the chairmanship of Rothschild, at long 
last brought about agreement of civil and 
military aviation officials on a “common 
system” of navigation. Known as VORTAC, 


it combines the CAA’s VOR and the De- | 


fense Department's TACAN systems to 
provide pilots with information about bear- 
ings and distances. Improved and ex- 
panded radar surveillance, more modern 
communication systems and automatic 
data processing equipment are important 
parts of the modernization program. 


Urged Accelerated Program. 


Details of the plan were announced 
April 22 by Rothschild after President 
Eisenhower, on April 11, had sent a mes- 
sage to Congress accompanied by the 
Curtis interim report. 


Curtis said that “the alarm that has been 
voiced” was supported by evidence of air- 
way and terminal congestion. He urged 
that the CAA airway program be support- 
ed and accelerated, that an airways mod- 
ernization board be set up for a period of 
three years and that a long-range program 
covering the next 20 years be undertaken. 

The Curtis interim report, in its refer- 
ence to air safety, frankly pointed to the 
administrative weaknesses that had per- 
mitted the present critical situation to 
develop. 


Public safety “requires more sophisti- 
cated and energetic efforts to reduce the 
hazard and delay in the nation’s air traf- 
fic,” the President's special assistant said. 


“A search was first made to determine 
why aggressive efforts have not been made 
in the past decade to modernize the sys- 
tems,” he went on. 


“TI found that there was no lack of sci- 
entific ideas. In fact, an overabundance 
of electronic systems has been developed 
in the laboratories to improve our termi- 
nal and en route operations. Most of these 
have been shelved and never used. 


“The key to this dilemma may be found 
in the organizational arrangements in the 
executive branch which are intended to set 
goals, to develop and to select the systems 
and methods which will meet these goals.” 


Recognizing that the problem of airways 
modernization “required urgent action,” 
Curtis said, the Air Navigation Develop- 
ment Board was set up in 1948 to resolve 
technical conflicts. There were only two 
voting members, one representing the De- 
partment of Commerce and one the De- 
partment of Defense. (Rothschild recent- 
ly has been the Commerce Department 
representative.) Thus unanimous agree- 
ment was necessary. “This board,” Curtis 
said, “has been unable to bring sufficient 
authority, decision or clear objectives to 
bear on air traffic problems.” 


An Independent Agency. 


These weaknesses, Curtis suggested in 
his bill for creation of an airways modern- 
ization board, could be overcome by it. 
The chairman of the three-man board 
would be appointed by the President and 
would have no affiliation with existing 
Government agencies. The Departments 
of Commerce and Defense would supply 
one member each to the board. It would 
be an independent agency which would 
establish a base staffed with both civil and 
military personnel. 


Here, development and testing of new 
devices and procedures would be carried 
on. They would include three-dimensional 
radar, instruments for automatic visual 
communication between air and ground, 
automatic air-to-ground identification bea- 
cons, high-speed runway turnoffs to expe- 
dite flow and narrow-gauge subsurface 
runway lights. 

The long-range program would be di- 
rected by a new high-level agency which 
would “determine national’ aviation pol- 


icy” and adjudicate differences between 
civil and military aviation interests.

| fs an effort to counteract the threats of Congressional budget-cutters, the 


Eisenhower Administration is offering a ‘‘new approach’’ to foreign mili- 
tary and economic aid that combines short-range political expediency with 


long-range international hopes. 


The revised program, which will be discussed at a bipartisan meeting 
of Congressional leaders in the White House Thursday and be the subject 
of a special presidential message to Congress about a week later, raises 
almost as many questions as it tries to answer, 


In its present tentative form, subject 
to amendment by congressional leaders, 
the plan is designed to sell the President's 
$4,400,000,000 mutual security recommen- 
dation to Congress and the public on the 
points that foreign military aid is an 
essential part of our national defense and 
that most of the foreign economic aid can 
be disbursed by “soft” loans that will be 
repaid in dollars 40 to 50 years hence. 


Argument Under Fire. 

The main selling point will be that loans 
to the underdeveloped countries, even 
though there is great doubt about their re- 
payment, are better than grants. This ar- 
gument has already aroused the criticism 
of Eugene Black, president of the Inter- 
national Bank for Reconstruction and De- 
velopment, better known as the World 
Bank. Black, a banker of broad experi- 
ence in the invest- 
ment field, believes 
that improperly con- 
ceived loans under- 
mine the sound loans 
just as, under Gresh- 
am’s law, bad money 
drives out the good. 

The loan idea, 
however, has attract- 
ed the support of 
many Senators and 
Representatives who 
apparently are con- 
vinced that they will 
be in a more defen- 

sible position with 
the voters if they can 
say they have voted 
against the “foreign 


aid giveaways.” By 
the time the “soft 
loans” become due, 
these Congressmen 
will no longer be in 
office. 

The idea of putting 
military aid in the 
Defense Department 
budget is logical 
since Adm. Arthur 
W. Radford, chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, has testified repeatedly that “the 
military aid program is part and parcel 
of the United States Defense Department 
program. The expenditures abroad in 
support of our alliances do not differ in 
purpose, scope and objective from our own 
military expenditures.” 

Many in the armed services, however, 
have opposed inclusion of this aid in the 
Defense budget, because it might endanger 
recommendations to Congress for their 
own direct needs. For next fiscal year, 
the proposal would increase the defense 
budget from 38 to 41 billion dollars. 

There is another complication on the 
combined budgeting. Under current pro- 
cedure, foreign aid authorizations—as dis- 
tinct from appropriations—are voted by 
the House Foreign Affairs and the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committees, both of 
which have looked favorably on White 
House recommendations. The change 
would give the foreign military authoriza- 
tions to the House and Senate Armed 
Services Committees, of which the chair- 
men are respectively Representative Carl 
Vinson and Senator Richard B. Russell, 
both of Georgia, who have been critical of 
the entire foreign aid program.

They are Representative 
Henry S. Reuss of Milwaukee's Fifth Dis- 
trict; State Senator Gaylord A. Nelson of 
Madison, who had planned to run in 1968, 
and William Proxmire, Madison, former 
nominee for Governor, who had been con- 
sidering making the 1958 race.

Viewing the matter coldly, as most poll- 
ticians do in such situations, McCarthy's 
death is likely to be of considerable bene- 
fit to the Wisconsin Republican organiza- 
tion, Instead of a bitter intraparty fight 
that already showed signs of splitting the 
state G.O.P. wide open, Republican lead- 
ers can look forward to a relatively 
friendly primary and probable victory 
ever the Democratic nominee. 

Most state Republican leaders were con- 
vinced that McCarthy would lose to a good 
Democratic candidate in 1958 and they 
had no assurance that they could replace 
McCarthy in the primary. 

Democrats, on the other hand, had been 
hoping for McCarthy's nomination, believ- 
ing he could be beaten, even in this nor- 
mally Republican state.

The “new approach” was first mapped 
for Congress three weeks ago by Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles before the 
Senate special committee to study the 
foreign aid program. Dulles was vague 
on details and since then few substantial 
additions have been obtainable. 


The broad picture gave these guidelines: 


1, Direct military aid of about two bil- 
lion dollars would be put in the Defense 
Department budget and be disbursed by 
the department. This would include 
“hardware” such as planes, artillery and 
guns, and “end items” such as food and 
clothing. These funds go mostly to the 
North Atlantic Treaty countries and others 
with which we have military alliances. 


2. “Defense support” aid of about a 
billion dollars, which includes from 30 to 
70 per cent “economic aid.” This scram- 

bled category covers 

© military roads — 

which can be used 
for other purposes— 
and such projects as 
power plants and 
other industrial oper- 
ations which in part 
support the armies 
and in part the civil 
economy. The De- 
fense Department 
would allocate this 
aid, but it would be 
generally adminis 
tered by the Interna- 
tional Co-operation 
Administration to 
avoid duplication. At 
present this money 
goes mostly to Ko- 
rea, Formosa and 
South Viet Nam. 

3. Economic and 
technical aid of about 
$1,400,000,000 which 
for the most part, 
would be handled by 
a new “economic de- 
velopment fund,” 
managed by the ICA, 
which would make long-term loans 
amounting to as much as $750,000,000 a 
year out of an initial congressional author- 
ization of about two billion dollars. This 
is the controversial item in the program 
because it takes from Congress its power 
to allocate funds to specific countries on 
a yearly basis. 

Dispute Over Recipients. 

Disputes have arisen over whether these 
funds should go to “neutral” or “uncom- 
mitted” nations such as India and whether 
we should furnish surplus wheat and cot- 
ton to Poland, where the Communist dic- 
tatorship of the Kremlin has been weak- 
ened. 

The changes proposed by Dulles fol- 
lowed the general lines of many surveys 
made for the White House and Congress 
during the past 12 months. These reports, 
while they differed in detail, had this 
common agreement: Foreign aid will be 
necessary for a long time; Congress should 
authorize long-term arrangements and 
give the Administration more discretion 
in this field; aid should go to neutrals as 
well as allies; military and economic aid 
should be separated, and there should be 
more loans than grants. 

The White House confefence and the 
subsequent Presidential message are ex- 
pected to give most attention to the de- 
fense support and economie aid contents 
of the new package. President Eisenhower 
and other top officials have complained 
about the “misunderstanding” and “con- 
fusion” over all our aid. They have no one 
to blame but themselves because it has 
been impossible for Congress or students 
of foreign aid to get from the Defense 
Department and the ICA the necessary 
information for a complete picture of 
what had and had not been done. The 
military insisted that its foreign aid con- 
tributions were classified and the eco- 
nomic programs under Harold E. Stassen, 
former head of the Foreign Operations 
Administration, and John B. Hollister, 
present ICA administrator, have been 
withheld with the explanation that if they 
gave out information about one country, 
other countries would want the same 
treatment. 


The information policy was different 
when Paul G. Hoffman was head of the 
Marshall plan for economic aid to Europe. 
Hoffman, a great salesman in civilian life, 
assembled vast amounts of economic data 
about the recipient countries and made 
this available to the Congress and the 
press. 

Although foreign aid has been averaging 
about four billion dollars a year, an ex- 
penditure exceeded only by the Defense,

Rep. Karsten on the Arch 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I was pleased to read your recent 
editorial, “The Arch, St. Louis 
Needs It.” 

In my opinion, if this matter is 
too long delayed, instead of an his- 
toric shrine on the riverfront we 
may wind up with a federal park 
or something else. 

Over the past several years, ru- 
mors have continued to persist about 
building various kinds of utilitarian 
structures on the Jefferson Me- 
morial site and, of course, this would 
destroy the whole concept of the 
project. 

As a member of the United States 
Territorial Expansion Memorial 
Commission, I conducted a pol] last 
year of the other members, through 
the co-operation of Senator Clinton 
Anderson who is acting chairman, 
with a view of inducing the Govern- 
ment to carry out its obligation in 
the building of this monument to the 
nation’s westward expansion. 


The commission unanimously 
adonted a resolution approving leg- 
islation to remove existing obstacles. 
Unfortunately, however, at that time 
there appeared to be little support 
for the proposal outside of the com- 
mission itself. 

After presenting the results of the 
commission's action to the Secretary 
of the Interior, I received two let- 
ters from him last fall. The Depart- 
ment of the Interior has not in the 
past objected to any part of the 
memorial, including the arch. 


While not agreeing to support the 
legislation, the Secretary's letters 
pointed out that restrictions against 
the arch were enacted during the 
Eighty-third Congress and had their 
origin in the legislative branch of 
government. 


This implies that the initiative for 
any effort to go ahead with the re- 
mainder of the project, including 
the arch, rests with the legislative 
branch. 

Of course, concurrence of the 
Budget Bureau also is necessary, 
and I have asked the Director of 
the Budget to explore the matter to 
determine whether or not any addi- 
tional legislative action this session 
would be in accord with the pro- 
gram of the President. 

Developing the riverfront without 
the arch would be like laying out 
St. Peter’s Square without its Ca- 
thedral. As you say, “The Arch, St. 
Louis Needs It.” And if the project 
is to be a memorial it needs the arch.

What About Knowland? 


Encouraging signs that President Eisenhower 
may put up a fight for his legislative program 
have come from Washington in the days since 
the President's return from Georgia. He is con- 
sidering a television address on the budget, and 
apparently he may also appeal to the people, 
over the head of Congress, on other subjects, 
notably the school construction bill. He has 
spoken out strongly during the past week on 
mutual security and the slash in State Depart- 
ment appropriations. 

If it seems odd that a President should debate 
with himself whether to go to bat for his own 
legislative proposals, the explanation must be 
put down to Mr. Eisenhower's unfamiliarity with 
and perhaps distaste for the political. process. 
Ever since he entered the White House he has 
seemed to understand imperfectly if at all the 
relations between Executive and Legislative 
branches, and the President's responsibilities as 
a party leader. 

During his first term this may not have mat- 
tered so much. But today his party knows that 
he cannot carry its banner in another presiden- 
tial election, and many of its members in Con- 
gress have been showing an almost defiant inde- 
pendence of his wishes. For the exertion of 
active leadership he can no longer, rely on 
others. It must come from himself, and must 
draw upon the great resources of personal popu- 
larity which he has demonstrated so strikingly 
at the polls. 

. > * 

Although the Democrats do not mind playing 
a little polities now and then, the President can 
count upon a large measure of support from 
them for most of his program. This was brought 
out clearly in the House voting on his budget 
for the Labor and Welfare departments. On 
funds for the Women’s Bureau the Democrats 
backed the Administration 2 to 1, while Repub- 
licans opposed it 2 to 1. On funds for the Wage- 
Hour Division Democrats backed the Administra- 
tion 2 to 1, Republicans opposed it almost 3 to 1. 
On funds for the Food and Drug Administration, 
Democrats backed Mr. Eisenhower, 6 to 1, Re- 
publicans opposed him by a slight majority. 

So the President’s problem, primarily, is to 
induce his party to stand with him and with a 
majority of the Democrats for a moderately 
liberal agenda that represents something of a 
national consensus. In the nature of things, 
this will not be a radical program. It will not 
press forward to open up new areas of reform, 
but will content itself in the main with consoll- 
dating and extending reforms already initiated. 

Yet even this much “modern Republicanism,” 
as the President calls it, is too much for some 
of the congressional leaders of his party. It is 
in his relations with them that the President's 
problem is focused. 

* ° * % 

Senator Knowland of California, the Republl- 
can floor leader, expresses the whole situation 
in his own person. Ambitious to succeed to the 
presidency and ready to do battle with Vice 
President Nixon for that honor, Senator Know- 
land is carving out his own course on issues in 
this Congress—so much 80 that he often appears 
anxious to draw the widest possible distance 
between himself and the Administration. He 
has joined the most extreme of the budget cut- 
ters, and has come out flatly against the school 
construction bill. 

This is, of course, an old story. Senator Know- 
land fought for the Bricker amendment and 
other anti-Administration measures even while 
he was majority leader. His position is even 
less tenable now. 

If the President would convince the country 
that he really believes in the “modern Republl- 
canism” he preaches, and really wants his pro- 
gram enacted, he could do no better than to ask 
Senator Knowland to relinquish the floor 
leadership. 

By such acts of positive political leadership, 
and not merely by fireside chats, will Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s devotion to his legislative program be 
measured, And unless the people are convinced 
that the President seriously wants a civil rights 
bill, a school aid bill, a strong mutual security 
program and the rest, the people are not likely 
to exert much pressure for it themselves. 
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A River of Names 


Work is half completed, a dispatch says, on 
the Jackass Bend cutoff of the Missouri river 
near Kansas City. Between Jackass Bend and 
the Hungry Horse dam just over the mountains 
from the Missouri's sources there is a lot of 
river, a lot of development and a lot of colorful 


names. 
Colorful? Well, along the string of dams, 
reservoirs, irrigation and conservation units 


and projects built or waiting, there is the Green 
Grass reservoir, the Red Water unit and the 
Yellow Bluff unit, not to mention the Blue 
Horse reservoir, along with a stable containing 
the Horse Prairie unit and the Whitehorse 
Bench unit, plus a few others named for ani- 
mals, such as the Antelope Flat unit, Big Horn 
pumping project and Buffalo unit. 

In Montana the Big Muddy, not yet so muddy, 
runs swiftly from the Bonanza unit to the Shoe- 
string unit, when it ought to be the other way 
around, and generally produces some odd mix- 
tures, such as the Heart River unit and the 
Knife River unit, along with Thief Creek and 
Crazy Woman, plus the Milk River unit and the 
Angostura unit, which together seem to call for 
a Medicine Lake reservoir. Somehow or other 
in the midst of all this is La Framboise unit. 
That means the raspberry, and if that is what 
some early French trapper thought of the Mis- 
souril Basin, obviously the Army Engineers and 
Conservation Service do not agree. 
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The Press Is Not an Instrument 


Secretary Dulles’s resistance to allowing 
American reporters to visit Communist China 
gets stranger and stranger. 

One of the critics of Mr. Dulles’s news ban, 
Publisher Arthur Hays Sulzberger of The New 
York Times, wrote the Secretary expressing a 
feeling that the Administration is “abridging the 
freedom of the press and using the press as an 
instrument of its diplomacy.” 

Mr. Dulles’s amazing answer is that “United 
States foreign policy inevitably involves the ac- 
ceptance of certain restraints by the American 
people.” He goes on to point out that young 
men drafted into military service are instru- 
ments of foreign policy, and so are business peo- 
ple who are not allowed to trade with Commu- 
nist China. Foreign policy cannot succeed, says 
Mr. Dulles, “unless in fact it channels the activi- 
ties of our people, and in this respect newspaper- 
men have also their loyalty and patriotic duty.” 

To put it in the simplest possible way, Secre- 
tary Dulles implies that newspapers and their 
correspondents should regard themselves as 
servants of the state. 

This is such a breath-taking misconception of 
the nature of the press in a democracy that it is 
hard to believe Mr. Dulles has thought seriously 
about the matter. Does he really want to say 
that in a free society the press occupies the 
same position it does in a totalitarian society— 


serving as an instrument of the government's 
foreign policy and an expression of its will? 
The American press has imposed many re- 
straints upon itself in the national interest, and 
will continue to do so. But it can never agree 
that its proper function is to help carry out the 
policies of Mr. Dulles or any other Government 


official. The proper function of newspapers is 
news. 


Time to Clear the Way 

The letter from Representative Frank M. 
Karsten, which appears on this page today, not 
only indicates his continuing efforts for the 
realization of the national monument on the 
riverfront, complete with the Saarinen arch, but 
also the desirability of eliminating a legalistic 
obstacle to the development. 

That obstacle is the unwarranted provision of 
the Jefferson National Expansion Memorial Act 
of 1954 that no federal funds shall be used for 
the construction of the arch. Mr. Karsten’s cor- 
respondence with the Secretary of the Interior 
again makes it clear that this department, which 
controls the National Park Service, never raised 


an objection to the arch. On the contrary, it . 


accepted the arch as an integral part of the 
riverfront design. 

The restriction, which never has been satisfac- 
torily explained, was imposed by the Eighty- 
third Congress. Perhaps it should have been 
rescinded last year when the appropriation was 
made for grading and relocation of the railroad 
tracks. In any event, now that negotiations with 
the railroads are under way, it is time to ask 
Congress to strike out that nuisance clause. If 
eliminated now, it will not be a possible cause 
of trouble later. 

Since an unobstructed view of the “Gateway 
of the West” is a major reason for the reloca- 
tion of the tracks, the elimination of the clause 
might even speed up the preliminary work, 
which has been approached at a snail's pace. 

This is a job primarily for the Missouri and 
Illinois members of House and Senate. Their 
work can be made much easier by full support 
at home. The anti-arch provision reflects the 
view of a small group which puts selfish hopes 
ahead of enthusiasm for a bold embellishment 
symbolic of the broadness and vigor of mind 
which carried the flag to the Pacific. This nar- 
rowness is not typical of St. Louis. 

It would help if the City Administration, the 
Chamber of Commerce, the railroads themselves, 
and the many other groups working for civic 
progress would make their desire for the arch 
manifest beyond all argument. What is needed 
is a revival of the spirit which made possible 
the great architectural competition which pro- 
duced the approved riverfront design. 

The Saarinen design won the approval of the 
contest judges, of the commission in charge of 
the project, of the National Park Service and of 
the Department of the Interior. The arguments 
in its favor are overwhelming. It is time for 
St. Louis to speak out against pettifogging ob- 
stacles, to ask Congress to sweep them aside and 
to clear the way for the completion of one of 
America’s grandest monuments.

The new 1957 Highway Commission map of 
Missouri is dandy if you don’t care where 
Howard county is, says an Associated Press 
report. The colorful map does not name the 
county, and legislators are now referring to its 
State Representative, George D. Young, as “the 
gentleman from X” or “from nowhere.” 

In order to rescue county and Representative, 
let us put Howard county back on the map. It 
is in the center of the state on the Missouri 
river, its county seat is Fayette, Dan’l Boone 
lived there briefly and his Boone’s Lick Trail 
ended there, where the Santa Fe trail later began. 

Moreover, some 12,000 constituents of Mr. 
Young will be unhappy if they and he cannot 
be located, so reference is made to the 1956 
Highway Commission map. Nearly everything 
is on that.

Needed: New German Formula 


At the Bonn meeting of the NATO foreign 
ministers, Secretary of State Dulles again spoke 
up strongly for German reunification, and he 
again put the blame for the country’s division 
on the Soviet Union. He was right on both 
points. But he and the other Western statesmen 
will have to break new ground if the situation 
is to be changed. 

Mr. Dulles spoke in support of a plea for re- 
unification made by West Germany's foreign 
minister, Heinrich von Brentano; and his speech 
was generally regarded as backing for the Ade- 
nauer government which faces general elections 
in September. 

Dr. Adenauer is being charged by his oppo- 
nents with having followed a policy that makes 
reunification too difficult. His close association 
with the West, the German acceptance of NATO 
membership and the decision to equip the new 
German army with nuclear weapons are not 
pleasing to the Kremlin. On the other hand, 
his pro-Western policy undoubtedly has en- 
hanced Bonn’'s strength. 

Is Moscow now ready to negotiate on a form 
of reunification which does not represent sur- 
render of West Germany to Soviet bondage? 
The troubles encountered by the Russians in 
Hungary and Poland may make them less in- 
clined to loosen their hold on East Germany. 
But statesmen must always seek a basis for re- 
alistic negotiations. So it is encouraging that 
the chief Western governments have decided to 
send senior diplomats to Bonn, probably about 
the middle of this month, to work out a new 
approach to German reunification. 

They will hear plenty of German electioneer- 
ing, but they need not give undue weight to it. 
Despite campaign oratory, it is unlikely that 
any responsible German political party is eager 
to sever the country’s bonds with the West, or 
to risk undue Communist influence simply to 
achieve reunification. The electioneering, how- 
ever, indicates the importance attached to the 
issue by German voters. To that extent, it 
may stimulate the search for a solution.

Mr. Eisenhower will have to drive hard to get congressional 
action on much of his program, but he is in driver's seat, 
editorial says; with vote of confidence behind him, and power 
of office and party, President can end ‘drift’ if he will act.

President Eisenhower is reported to 
have taken advantage of his vacation 
in Georgia to study ways and means of 
advancing his legislative program. Cer- 
tainly some action on his part is urgent, 
for the Eighty-fifth Congress has done 

recious little to date to carry out 
his recommendations. 

Senator Johnson, the Majority Lead- 
er, insists that the present session has 
been busier than those in 1953 and 1955 
in terms of hours 
spent in session and 
the number of bills 
passed. But the 
output, except for 
the resolution in 
support of the Near 
East program and 
an essential tax re- 
newal bill, remains 
disturbingly insig- 
nificant. Both the 
President and the 
congressional lead- 
ers will need 
drive hard for the 
fon bile = = President Eisenhower 
agenda if the pees Congress is to 
make a mark of accomplishment. 


The President's leadership is espe- 
cially important because a number of 
the foremost bills in his legislative 
agenda are highly controversial. These 
include the civil rights bill, foreign aid 
and the school construction program. 


Also important and controversial are 
such issues as statehood for Hawaii and 
Alaska, reform of the election and 
lobbying laws, increased postal rates, 
liberalization of the immigration law, 
revision of the Taft-Hartley Act and 
clarification of the presidential disabil- 
ity clause to say nothing of the battle 
of the budget. The hope for enactment 
of any of these measures seems to hinge 
on the presidential effort in its behalf. 


In his first term the President fol- 
lowed a policy of close co-operation 
with Congress, with a considerable 
measure of success. pinw yf the chief 
question now in his mind is whether 
he should depart from that strategy. 
It may be assumed that his attitude 
will continue to be generally co-oper- 
ative, for that is his nature. In addi- 
tion, the control of both the House and 


Senate by his political opposition makes 
a large measure of accommodation im- 
perative if any basic legislation is to 
be passed. 

Aside from this, however, the Pres- 
ident may well take stock of the 
changes in his own relations to the po- 
litical scene. 

When he was first elected in 1952 he 
was a newcomer in politics and felt 
the necessity of strengthening his ties 
with the experienced politicians in 
Congress. Last year, however, the 
voters strongly proclaimed their con- 
fidence in the President and their lack 
of confidence in many Republican can- 
didates for Congress. Today he has 
the inside track. His enormous pop- 
ular appeal could, and in our opinion 
should, be turned to good advantage in 
support of his legislative program. Cer- 
tainly that is imperative if he is to 
make any headway in his plans for 
“modernization” of the G.O.P. 


The President's letter to Speaker Ray- 
burn was an illustration of what can be 
done, but a much more persistent cam- 
paign is needed, He can make more 
use of his news conferences, of tele- 
vision and radio, and of direct open 
appeals to leaders of Congress. 

If the President speaks in earnest 
and convincing terms, his words will 
be re-echoed from many sources, for 
there is widespread public support for 
most of his leading proposals. Mr. 
Eisenhower should not be expected to 
carry the entire load; he should have 
the active support of members of his 
Cabinet and other high officials and 
leaders of his party in Congress. 


It is not a question of trying to brow- 
beat Congress into enacting laws of 
which its members disapprove. Rather, 
it is a question of overcoming indiffer- 
ence and the prevalent human tendency 
to drift. It is a question of creating 
burning issues that Congress will have 
to dispose of, Given the President's 
skill in dealing with people, we think 
this can be done without arousing hos- 
tilities or inviting stalemates. 

A last-ditch fight with Congress 
would be costly and fruitless. But the 
creation of a sense of urgency behind 
the Eisenhower measures seems now 
the only means of avoiding a disap- 
pointing and unproductive session.

HE most controversial of the cases in which Communism 
was charged is about to be reopened.

Opinion,” has re-argued every phase of the accusation against 
him. The case was first heard by a Congressional committee and 
then formed the basis for two separate Federal court trials in 


New York. 
In sworn testimony, Whit- 
taker Chambers, a_ self-con- 


fessed Communist agent, named 
Hiss, who had been a responsi- 
ble official in the State Depart- 
ment, as a member of a Com- 
munist apparatus in the Gov- 
ernment. Hiss denied the charge 
under oath and he was found 
guilty of perjury at his second 
trial. The jury had disagreed in 
the first trial. 

Guilt an Article of Faith. 

Released from prison in 1954, 
Hiss has been living quietly in 
New York and has been infre- 
quently in the news. He has now 
chosen to risk a new attack 
from those for whom his guilt 
is an article of political faith. 
In his book, he tries to sub- 
stantiate what he said from the 
first day the charge was pub- 
licly made nine years ago—that 


he is the innocent victim of a 


conspiracy. 

How far the book will ad- 
vance his vindication in the 
court of public opinion is ques- 
tionable. Those who look for 
new sensations will be disap- 
pointed.

THE SNOPES FAMILY was often 
represented in William Faulkner's ago- 
nized saga of Yoknapatawpha County but 
their significance was never completely 
revealed until the publication of Faulk- 
ner’s latest novel “The Town.” As de- 
scribed in the earlier stories the Snopeses 
were uniformly mean, graceless and 
squalid. Even so it was difficult to fol- 
low the reasoning by which they became 
a sinister force and a threat both to the 
disappearing order of provincial aristo- 
crats and to any succeeding group that 
was remotely civilized. It seemed more 
reasonable to believe that the Snopeses, 
like other social outcasts, would lose 
their special characteristics in the course 
of assimilation. 


It now appears that the Snopeses are 
not so much a force as a breeding 
ground. The individual Snopes is noth- 
ing, but the Snopes collective, by some 
malignant chemistry, can breed a pure 
specimen. Flem Snopes, the central 
character in “The Town,” is such a spe- 
cimen and the perfect Snopes. 


FLEM makes his first strong impact 
on the town of Jefferson when he moves 
in from Frenchman’s Bend, after his 
sudden marriage to Eula Varner, a great 
beauty and the daughter of a prosperous 
farmer. Flem does nothing for love, 
and his marriage is no exception. He 
has offered his name and protection to 
Eula because she expects a child, the 
consequence of an impetuous romance, 
and because Old Man Varner has paid 
him to do so. 

Subsequently Flem uses his connec- 
tion with Varner to become vice presi- 
dent of the National Bank; and though 
still an outsider among the vestigial 
remnants of the Sartoris, Compson, De 
Spain and Mallison families, he is gradu- 
ally accumulating the only things he 
wants—money and power. 


MEANWHILE his wife becomes the 
mistress of Manfred De Spain, the bank 
president, and stirs the gallantry of 
Gavin Stevens, the scholarly young dis- 
trict attorney. The whole town knows 
this, and so does Flem. But he chooses 
to ignore the situation until the time 
comes, Many years later, when he can 
turn it to his advantage.

THE AMERICAN PEOPLE 
this year are celebrating the bicéntennial 
of the birth of Alexander Hamilton, one 
of our least popular folk heroes perhaps, 
but surely one of the chief architects of 
the Republic. From his own time when 
he was scorned as the “the bastard brat 
of a Scots pedlar”’ by President Adams 
to that near our own when President 
Wilson termed him a “great man but not 
a great American,” Hamilton has been 
under frequent assault. In recent years 
a school of professional historians has by 
implication attached sinister anti-demo- 
cratic motives to his policies. 


But a number of current studies are 
bringing Hamilton back into proper 
focus, not so much by uncovering new 
facts as by emphasizing neglected truths. 
They show that while the dapper little 
statesman had defects of character and 
lacked that sublime faith in the goodness 
of the ordinary man that we demand of 
our heroes, his achievements were of 
such profound consequence they require 
that he be rated not only as a great man 
but as a very great American. 


HAMILTON’ S LIFE wasa 
bizarre example of the American success 
story. Born @ut of wedlock (in 1755, it 
now seems etlear) on the Caribbean isle 
of Nevis, in his boyhood he was almost 
an abandoned waif. Yet, at 23 he was 
General Washington's trusted aide-de- 
camp at Valley Forge, and a scant dozen 


years later as Secretary of the Treasury ° 


he was President Washington's virtual 
prime minister. A man of intense am- 
bition,. with an extraordinarily incisive 
mind and a fearless temperament, he 
took advantage of a fluid revolutionary 
time to “arrive” in just a few brief years. 


A brilliantly constructive statesman, 
Hamilton made at least two outstanding 
contributions to the art of self-govern- 
ment. Even as a youthful aide-de-camp 
he reached a conclusion which others— 
like Jefferson—comprehended only dim- 
ly: that if the new nation was to survive 
it must have a government capable of 
governing. Whereas other patriots were 
obsessed with a fear of government, 
Hamilton—without in the least abjuring 
the faith in freedom which animated the 
Founding Fathers—understood that weak 
government is no guarantee of freedom. 
In world affairs it could spell disaster. 


Hamilton became a foremost advocate 
of revision of the Articles of Confedera- 
tion, and in 1786 it was he who persuaded 
the otherwise abortive Annapolis Con- 
vention to call a convention in Phila- 
delphia the next year. At this, the famous 
Constitutional Convention, Hamilton's 
ideas were too extreme to be influential, 
but his work afterwards in persuading 
New York to accept the new plan of 
government was not merely a political 
but a remarkable personal triumph. It 
was at this time that he wrote two thirds 
of the “Federalist,” still considered one 
of the great treatises on the nature of 
government. 


AS THE FIRST POLICY- 
maker under the Constitution, Ham- 
iiton seized the opportunity to impart a 
second vital principle to American poli- 
tics: that the national government should 
not be merely a “big policeman” — a 
negative role consigned to it by the 
Jeffersonians — but also a useful and 
positive instrument in promoting the na- 
tional welfare. His integrated, single- 
minded policy of providing private enter-

in Jefferson will never be firmly se- 
cured until he has attained “respect- 
ability.” So in one stroke he liquidates 
the scandal that he has accepted for 18 
years, assures his financial future by 
succeeding De Spain as president of the 
bank and ruins both De Spain and his 
wife. 


MR. FAULKNER uses a typically 
discursive method in telling his story. 
Three characters, Gavin Stevens, his 
nephew Chick Mallison and his salty 
and observant friend, V. K. Ratliff, take 
turns as a first person narrator. Three 
viewpoints and temperaments are thus 
brought to bear upon the event and as 
one is imaginative, philosophical and ar- 
ticulate the narrative becomes a town 
anthology before it is through. At the 
same time the main stream of events is 
much more clearly delineated than in 
most of Faulkner’s recent novels and the 
writing, here, is also more compact. 

What further differentiates ‘The 
Town” from other stories in the Yokna- 
patawpha series is its high incidence of 
humor. The comic spirit is rampant 
and yet it never compromises the latent 
gravity of the developing situation; for 
the comedy here as in other contexts, is 
but pathos or tragedy under a different 
sort of cross lighting. 

In any case all the minor Snopes— 
including the discarded ragamuffin 
children of Byron Snopes who show up 
at the very end of the book—are comedy 
characters. Flem alone has no humor 
and excites none. He is a monolithic 
figure; a creature who has no need for 
love, honor, pride or public approval 
and who embraces respectability only 
when it becomes a marketable com- 
modity. 


THE HORROR at the center of 
Snopesism thus becomes explicit. Ra- 
pacity, greed and venality are its means 
of..operation but its essence lies in its 
complete immunity to every human sen- 
timent, good or bad. 


This, one could say, is a very exagger- 
ated conception and not harmonious with 
a story that accommodates itself to the 
general pattern of realism. All I can 
say is that it doesn’t seem so while. the 
story is in progress. It is only at the 
end and in retrospect that the perfect 
Snopes becomes a symbol of the Thing 
that haunts the world of William 

Faulkner.

prise, through a funded debt and a na- 
tional bank, with a sound currency and 
credit system and a source of much- 
needed capital is sufficient testimony on 
this point. 


But in his famous Report on Manu- 
facturers, the Secretary went further, 
advocating a judicious program of tariffs 
and subsidies to diversify_ihe economy 
by stimulating, through the agency of 
government, the growth of industry.

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of economics at Rutgers University, 
“Alexander Hamilton: Youth to Matur- 
ity.” It is the first of a projected two- 
volume work and bids fair to become a 
definitive biography. A product of pains- 
taking research and careful judgments, 
it carries its subject to the year 1788. 
Its chief virtue lies in tracing minutely 
Hamilton’s movements, particularly after 
his arrival in New York in 1772, just as 
the storm of revolution was about to 
break. And though the author gives full 
credit to Hamilton's original genius, he 
demonstrates clearly that his ideas grew 
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logically out of experience as well as 
reading and reflection. Here one also 
sees the growing dependence of Wash- 
ington upon his brilliant aide-de-camp, 
which goes far to explain Hamilton’s 
unique position after 1789, 

A second work is by Louis Hacker of 

Columbia University, “ Alexander Ham- 
ilton in the Nation.” This is not so much 
a biography as an essay evaluating Ham- 
ilton’s career. His conclusions, although 
covering the Secretary's entire life, are 
very similar to Mitchell's. There is an 
enlightening contrast, however, in their 
discussions of Hamilton's economic views. 
Hacker emphasizes the influence of Adam 
Smith, high priest of economic individ- 
ualism, whereas Mitchell concludes that 
the contrary philosophy of mercantilism 
largely dominated his policies. 
TWO OTHER WORKS are 
valuable source books. One is a com- 
petent volume edited by Richard Morris, 
professor of American History at Colum- 
bia, “Alexander Hamilton and the Found- 
ing of the Nation.” It includes a wide 
range of selections from Hamilton's own 
writings. The other is a convenient man- 
ual edited by Samuel McKee which con- 
tains the Secretary's most important 
state papers. Its title is “Hamilton's 
Papers on Public Credit Commerce and 
Finance.” A cheap paper edition makes 
it available for classroom use. 

The volume by Nathan Schachner is 
a new edition of an out-of-print work 
which Claude G. Bowers described on 
its publication in 1946 as “the most 
comprehensive and meticulously accurate 
of all the biographies of Hamilton.”

IN RELATING the further 
adventures of Roger Thursby, 
barrister at law, Mr. Cecil, the 
creator of this engaging young 
Englishman, has chosen to 
jump from the beginning of 
his promising career, which 
he covered in “Brothers in 
Law,” to a mid-point, his tak- 
ing silk 12 years later. 


Now, if anyone is uncertain 
what this important business 
of “taking silk” is, here is a 
good chance for him to find 
out. In fact, we find Mr. 
Cecil a thoroughly entertain- 
ing guide to the many anoma- 
lies and quaint customs of the 
English law. Amusement and 
information are combined in 
a neat easy-to-carry package. 

But just in case you don’t 
get around to looking it up for 
yourself, taking silk means to 
become a @.C., which means 
you are no longer a junior but 
one of the Queen's own coun- 
sel, learned in the law. Of 
course, there is quite a bit 
more to it than that, as you 
learn from Mr. Cecil. 

In addition, he gives us a 
truly Wodehousian account of 
a British court trial, in which 


one meets a remarkable char- 
acter named Mr. Glacier. As 
operator of a seaside hotel, 
Mr. Glacier has been caught 
serving drinks after hours 
and, to make matters worse, 
he is guilty of attempted brib- 
ery of the local constable—a 
grave offense that would have 
landed him in jail if he had 
not first landed, via his solici- 
tor, in the capable hands of 
Mr, Thursby. 

MR. GLACIER expresses an 
understandable philosophy 
about lawyers: “When the 
truth is good, what need have 
I of a lawyer?

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Nanga Parbat’s Victor 
Story of an Amazing Triumph

WHILE GROWING UP in his native Innsbruck, 
Hermann Buhl was pitied because he looked so frail: “a 
poor specimen of a boy .. . too weak for the mountains.” 
Professionals told him he would never make a climber. 
Well, two-thirds of his triumphant book tells how he made 
the professionals eat their words. 

He first did heavy portering, to fortify his physique; 
then he qualified as a trained mountain guide, and so 
proceeded toward the accomplishment of those specialized 
feats that make absorbing fare for the aficionado of adven- 
ture-in-print: early ascents of the Southeast Fleischbank in 
thé Wilde Kaiser range (where he and his partner rescued 
another climber and his wife), spine-chilling ascent of the 
Fleischbank East Wall (which included, for him, a 200-foot 
fall down a rock chimney), and his climbing of two difficult 
routes in the Tre Cime di Lavaredo in the Dolomites. 

He climbed continuously, often in winter, night, or 
storm (James Ramsey Ullman’s description of “stunt climb- 
ing” or “rock engineering” as “an all-out form of masochism” 
comes to mind), proving himself and trying to discover the 
ultimate limit of his capabilities amid the serrated wastes 
of the North Tyrol, the Dolomites and the Alps. The 
climax of this period of testing and preparation came with 
his mastering of the fearful North Wall of the Eiger (the 
name means “Ogre), the most northerly ice giant of the 
Bernese Oberland—formidable in any climber’s lexicon, and 
a notorious begetter of obituaries; “an ice wall complete 
with all the difficulties of a supersevere rock climb, the 
greatest rock cataclysm in the Alps.” 


AFTER THE EIGER, what sweeter accolade, for the 
man who “would never make a climber,” than an invitation 
to join Dr. Karl Herligkoffer’s expedition to Nanga Parbat 
in the Himalayas; an “ill-assorted and strangely conducted” 
enterprise, as events were to prove. Suffice it to say that 
on July 2, 1953, 29-year-old Hermann Buhl found himself 
4000 feet below the top of Nanga Parbat vertically, and 
nearly four miles from it as the crow flies, after weeks of 
tantalizing weather, administrative indecision and disunity, 
inadequate porters; with multiplying messages of recall from 
the base camp culminating in his incredulous and rebellious 
awareness that every member of the expedition but himself 


was reconciled to defeat. 


Then began “what must almost certainly remain the 
outstanding achievement by a single human being in the 
long and yet unfinished story of mountaineering”—Buhl’s 
solitary attempt on the 26,620-foot summit of a mountain 
‘that had already claimed 31 lives (“the 1934 and 1937 
disasters on Nanga Parbat are unparalleled even in so 
hazardous a field as Himalayan mountaineering’). It took 
him 41 hours. It included “the most incredible overnight 
bivouac in climbing history,” on a stance with room for 
both feet but not enough to sit down, with a rock face, 
angled at from 50 to 60 degrees, as a backrest. 

It impelled him over awesome hazards of rock, snow 
and ice, amidst stupendous scenery (the South Face of 
Nanga Parbat, the highest mountain wall in the world, 
plunges 17,000 feet in one sheer sweep from the summit 
into the unplumbed depths). It was done with pitifully little 
food and drink, and without oxygen apparatus. It drove 
him to physical torment (“my gums were like straw, my 
blood must be thick and viscous”) and hallucination. His 
one-in-a-million victory over “climbing of the severest order” 
(his own laconic phrase) was a striking demonstration of 
the right man’s being in the right place at the right time. 


FROM HIS EARLIEST DAYS, this ace mountaineer 
declares, a voice had warned him that one day he would be 
called upon to face some mountain experience transcending 
all previous limits in difficulty, danger, and magnitude. 
Nanga Parbat was it. On it he became the peer of Whymper 
and Mummery, Hans Meyer and the Duke of Abruzzi, Leigh- 
Mallory and Smythe, Herzog and Hunt and Hillary and 


Tenzing. 


The story is told without bravura, in the final third of 
a book that it alone could have filled. It is illustrated and 
fortified by a dozen or more of those superb mountain 
photographs that chill the blood as they exalt the spirit and 
thrill the mind with exultation over elemental challenges 
faced with courage and tenacity. 


Genius or Marplot?

IN THE HISTORY of the 
American Civil War, the most 
controversial of American 
conflicts, no general stirs up 
more heated controversy, even 
at this late day, than George 
Brinton McClellan, alias Lit- 
tle Mac. He was an object of 
argument during his tenure 
of command of the Union 
armies — some thought him a 
genius, a Young Napoleon; 
others thought him an incom- 
petent, even a traitor. 


The debate still rages, with 
the anti-McClellan school 
holding something of an edge 
in the tilt. But Mr. Hassler 
has undertaken a re-examina- 
tion of the military operations 
conducted by Little Mac dur- 
ing the Civil War with a view 
to proving or disproving 
charges of incompetence 
against the general. 

Considering the amount of 
derisive comment which has 
been heaped on McClellan by 
his contemporaries and by 
modern historians, it was time 
someone undertook a dispas- 
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sionate study of the general 
and his campaigns. Mr. Hass- 
ler digs into the sources with 
skill, and recounts battles with 
a clarity which marks him as 
an able military historian. 
But, unfortunately, he has not 
been dispassionate. 

In his attempt to refurbish 
McClellan’s reputation, the 
author has gone overboard in 
adulation. The Young Napo- 
leon does almost nothing 
wrong, even when he issues 
his bombastic and vainglor- 
ious exhortations to his troops 
-——these are, somehow, meas- 
ures of the sagacity of the 
man. When Lincoln disagreed 
with McClellan, or withheld 
the last full measure of co-op- 
eration, the Union President 
was guilty of bad military 
judgment.

‘Decoration’ Suggested as Right Term for Abstractions

WHEN ASKED what she thought 
of modern art, Gertrude Stein said “I 
like to look at it.” Many of us, who 
have found modern art interesting and 
exciting, would agree. A particular 
aspect of modern art, non-objective or 
abstract-expressionist, has become a 
domjnant trend or style in the last 
several decades and has created a great 
confusion in the mind of the public. 

We are witnessing a distinct move- 
ment away from extremism in modern 
art and it is today at a crucial turning 
point. Although there are many more 
abstract artists than ever before, yet 
there are signs that the best painting 
and sculpture is becoming more human- 
istic and more readable. There is always 
a time lag between the leaders and 
the majority. 


A recent survey made by City College 
of New York revealed some harsh 
criticism of many present-day artists 
currently exhibiting in the large national 
shows. The survey found evidences of 
dilettanteism, modish indulgence in art, 
inferior technique and production by 
persons not wholeheartedly concerned 
with creativity. These are grave charges, 
but many people who have consistently 
attended prominent exhibitions will con- 
cur with the survey. Why is this? 


FIRST OF ALL we must assume 
that a work of art is made up of many 
essential elements. One can think of 
them as “pieces of truth” which seem 
to have a permanent character and 
appear in works of art by all races and 
from prehistoric times to the present. 
These essential] elements, I would say, 
include harmonious and discordant pro- 
portion, color and shape, integration of 
structure, technical competence, texture, 
vitality, intuitive suggestion and imagi- 
nation, and perhaps many other things. 

It is obvious then that a work of art 
comprises an assembly of component 
attributes which appeals to us through 
the emotions or the intellect or through 
both. 

Art reflects the human spirit and 
trends in society. Perhaps, because of 
this, artists have struggled and won 
great freedom from tradition in the 
past fifty years. As part of this effort 
some artists have experimented and 
reduced the number of component at- 
tributes to one or two—thereby increas- 
ing the emphasis on _ self-expression. 
This experimentation and invention led 
to abstract and non-objective styles of 
painting, which after years of public 
resistance, have finally become modish. 
It is not surprising that many artists 
have followed this trend because, tech- 
nically, much non-objective painting is 
easy to do. When the number of com- 
ponent elements are few and the style 
is novel, it is hard for the spectator to 
judge it properly. Hence there is con- 
fusion. The non-objective style has been 
used as a “cover-up” for lack of real 
talent, ability or knowledge. 
SECONDLY, quality of craftsman- 
ship has always been an important 


tradition with artists. Breaking the 
bonds of this tradition seems to have 
led to a conscious neglect of craftsman- 
ship. Momentarily, this has. made in- 
creased success for amateurs and semi- 
talented and untrained young people. 
I believe an artist who sincerely values 
his own creative effort will hope his 
work will have some degree of per- 
manence—physical permanence. The use 
of clearly perishable materials in what 
is offered as serious painting suggests 
a high degree of insincerity or else a 
surprising technical ignorance. 

One critic in an art magazine has 
actually defended the use of perishable 
materials because this has nothing to 
do with liking the work. He said, “If 
you care for something hard enough it 
will last forever!” Elsewhere in the 
magazine I found a reviewer comment- 
ing on an unorganized painting of blobs, 
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justifying it by saying, “it is a reflec- 
tion of our age,” and because “his dots 
and blobs are like babes in the woods 
... they are not lost forever and what 
terror there is is of a most agreeable 
sort.” This kind of criticism and paint- 
ing are “cultural bluffs,” according to 
Wyndham Lewis, and I agree with him. 


THE SITUATION might be sim- 
plified and some of the confusion 
eliminated by a distinction between use 
of the words “work of art” and “decora- 
tion.” A painting—to take an extreme 
example—which consists of two shades 
of the same color in a simple geometric 
or irregular pattern, should be called a 
decoration. There is no intention of 
belittling decoration. It is very impor- 
tant and makes a vital contribution to 
the enjoyment of our daily living. But 
though some of the non-objective paint- 
ings and sculpture are handsome, they 
fail to excite much more than a pleasant 
reaction, rather than a deeper intellec- 
tual or spiritual response. 

Artists must communicate with their 
fellow men, There are dozens of ways 
of expressing oneself—more than ever

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before—because we have won freedom 
from tradition, yet there are people 
who actually believe there is nothing 
to be gained by painting a recognizable, 
comprehensible picture. 


THE FACT IS, there are artists who 
think that freedom of creation is synony- 
mous with painting of non-objective art 
(or “abstract expressionism”). There are 
other artists who believe liberation from 
tradition means freedom to create in 
any manner suitable to the individuality 
of the artist and his subject matter. 
The opposed interpretations of “freedom 
of expression” are indeed responsible 
for much of the present in-fighting. 

An artist, exclusively non-objective, 
may quite unnecessarily sacrifice his 
freedom of invention while also dimin- 
ishing the possibilities of communica- 
tion to others. A great number of artists 
have become involved with pure abstract 
color-and-space-relationships which seri- 
ously curtail individuality of expression 
and result in a great anonymity in the 
bulk of non-objective art. 

At times, society seems to be aware 
of its artists only because of their un- 
intelligibility—a precarious relationship 
indeed. Part of this breakdown of rela- 
tionships is perhaps natural to the rapid- 
ly moving, sincerely creative, imagina- 
tive spirit of the artist and the relatively 
underdeveloped imagination of the audi- 
ence. The breakdown however, is made 
worse by those artists who deliberately 
try to be unintelligible and obscure. 
THE FAILURE OF ART criticism 
as a serious form of. literary art in our 
present day life is a contributing factor 
to the prolongation of the state of chaos 
in communication, Not enough artists 
are taking their part in critical dis- 
cussions as they once so notably did in 
the nineteenth century. In France, for 
example, men such as Delacroix, Ingres, 
Courbet, Manet, Gauguin carried on 
discussions both with words and paint. 
They excited literary artists such as 
Stendhal, Baudelaire and Zola to join 
in the discussion. 

Yet I think we are about to turn a 
corner. The serious professional artist 
with the serious responsibility of free- 
dom to express himself is beginning to 
speak out in defense of quality, taste 
and intuitive understanding. And I 
think too that the barriers separating the 
public that likes the old masters and the 
public that likes the modern masters are 
breaking down. 

Professor Allen §S. Weller of the 
University of Illinois, said, in address- 
ing himself to artists: “It is not enough 
to be interesting; it is time to be good.” 

In seeking the good we cannot be 
guided exclusively by the standards of 
the moment. The validity of our new 
art must also be tested through a deep 
experience with the art of the past. 


The Corrupted American Taste

THE AMERICAN HOUSEWIFE, 
embarking on a shopping trip, may think 
she is merely looking after a few of her 
family’s ordinary household needs, but 
the hours and the dollars she spends in 
stores are weighted with significance to 
our society, our economy and our culture. 


“Women in this country are billion- 
aires in that they control and spend bil- 
lions of dollars.” For this we have the 
ward of Edythe Fern Melrose, president 
of American Women in Radio and Tele- 
vision, whose 700 or more members met 
recently in St. Louis. 

Miss Melrose’s organization operates 
on the premise that since women are 
doing so much of the batting, women 
had better do more of the pitching. Its 
members include the handsome, confi- 
dent pitch girls on our television screens 
who open and shut refrigerator doors, 
give loving pats to the airplane-type con- 
trol panels of new kitchen stoves, and, 
with the assurance that comes with plen- 
ty of horsepower, surge up mountain 
slopes in their sponsors’ hardtops. 

As the custodian of billions of dollars, 
the American housewife may be sure 
that the decisions she makes to buy or 
not to buy do not go unnoticed. She may 
be wife and mother at home, but some- 
where she is also likely to be a hole 
punched in a card and a pulsation in an 
IBM machine. In the statistical capacity 
that she automatically assumes at inven- 
tory time and in surveys of buying pref- 
erences, the standards of her taste are 
clearly indicated. 

THE WIDE CHOICE among goods of 
varied kind and quality in our stores, 
and the tremendous purchasing power 
that keeps them flowing into the home, 
constantly confront our women with 
problems of taste that are more impor- 
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taste, if there 
best be described as cuteness. 
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“Row on row of identical, small boxes, marching across a denuded land- 


scape” —an aspect of the post-war American scene. 


thuslasm for “fake ranch house, fake 
colonial, fake moderne,” the car-buyer’s 
delight in chrome and fancy streamlin- 
ing, the tricked-up split-level house with 
“useless molding, shutters and decalco- 
manias, and pink iron flamingos on the 
front lawn. .. . The row on row of iden- 
tical small boxes, marching across a de- 
nuded landscape.” 


“THE UNTUTORED twentieth-cen- 
tury man—whether given so-called tradi- 
tional or so-called modern—seems un- 
erringly to pick the awkward line, the 
discordant color, the overdone decora- 
tion,” she says. 

There is an old argument to the effect 
that we are more sinned against than 
sinning in this respect because the man-

Mary Foley asserts that when man 
made his own tools and built his own 
furniture and houses, these had an integ- 
rity and a distinctive beauty that is still 
appreciated. “Until the industrial revo- 
lution,” she says, “man never created 
ugliness.” 


OUR PROBLEMS of selection today 
are compounded because we are swamped 
with things that we are financially able 
to buy, but whose role as ornaments to 
our lives we are unable to assess. Some- 
times we belatedly realize the ineptness 
of something we have dragged home, and 
consign it to the attic or rummage sale, 
but too often we just keep it around, 
gradually getting used to it and dulling 
our sensibilities with it.

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DINU LIPATTI 


Classical Records 


DINU LIPATTI, the Roumanian pianist, never made 
the American tour that he planned but he acquired, neverthe- 
less, a devoted American following. This group of musicians 
and music lovers knew him through his recordings; and with- 
out benefit of any corroborating experience in the concert 
hall, they have unhesitatingly accorded him a top ranking 
position as an artist. Lipatti died of arthritis at the age 
of 33 in the year 1950. Three months earlier he played the 
last concert of his life at a festival in Besancon, France, and 
now through the courtesy of Lipatti’s widow and Radiodiffusion 
Francaise the tape recordings made of his program have 
been transferred to discs. (Angel, Two 12-inch LPs in album.) 


As Lipatti was so ill that he could scarcely get to the 
concert hall at Besancon one may assume that the recordings 
do not represent him at what he would have regarded as his 
best form. The detectable flaws, however, are limited to 
one. or two missed or inaudible notes in rapid passages and 
an occasional rushing of the tempo. For the rest the music 
is imparted with what seems to be a complete security and 
freedom from stress. 


THE PROGRAM contains the Bach Partita No. 1, 
Mozart’s Sonata in A Minor (K. 310), Schubert's Impromptus 
Numbers 3 and 2, and thirteen Chopin Waltzes. As Lipatti's 
playing discloses no obvious mannerisms it is impossible to 
describe its special beauty except in terms that would 
also apply to others. The nearest one can get to the explicit 
is by saying that his conception of each piece is unfailingly 
spiritual in its effect; and that these conceptions are realized 
through accents and dynamic shading of an extreme delicacy, 
together with a rhythmic current that flows steadily without 
ever throbbing at the surface. For Lipatti each note in a 
phrase is joined to the other and each is set apart by the 
minutiae of timing or force. How they are differentiated 
makes one of the important distinguishing marks of Lipatti's 
playing. 

A brochure enclosed in the album describes the tragic 
circumstances of Lipatti’s illness and the efforts made to 
prolong his life. His close friend, Walter Legge, the English 
impresario, says without qualification that there never has 
been and never will be a pianist like Lipatti. Aside from 
his greatness as an artist Lipatti was evidently a man of the 
finest temper and one who brought out the best human 
qualities in others. 

RIMSKY-KORSAKOFF’S opera “The Snow Maiden” 
has been well recorded by a group of principals, the chorus 
and the orchestra of the Belgrade Opera under the direction 
of Kreshimir Baranovich. Obviously these are not top-rank- 
ing singers but their feeling for the work has made possible 
an animated, convincing performance in which a number of 
individuals do creditable work. Foremost among these is 
Sofia Yankovich, in the leading role of “Snegourochka.” Her 
voice is light and pliable and—except for a few high notes— 
pleasingly bright in quality. Stepan Androshevich makes a 
virtue of his somewhat nasal quality in the part of the Tsar 
Berendey; and the same is true of Miro Changolovich as 
Grandfather Frost. The opera runs a little long for its 
content, and undoubtedly needs the support of a rich and 
imaginative staging in order to be fully effective. The 
reproduction is excellent. (London, Five 12-inch LPs in 
album with Russian and English texts.) 
SERGE PROKOFIEFF’S technical range and vir- 
tuosity could hardly be demonstrated more strikingly than 
in the juxtaposition of his First and Seventh Symphonies. 
The Symphony No, 1, better known as the “Classical,” ad- 
heres closely to a formal eighteenth century style and oc- 
casionally makes fun of it in an oblique sort of way by 
introducing a few modern harmonies. In the Seventh he 
gives himself over unreservedly to a mellow and hopeful ro- 
mantic mood, whose various aspects are treated quite freely, 
Both are uncommonly rich in melodic content; but the “Clas- 
sical” is much the more deft. The performances by the 
Philharmonia Orchestra under Nicolai Malko are incisive 
and energetic; for the Classical Symphony the accentuation is 
frequently too heavy. (RCA-Victor, One 12-inch LP.) 
RUDOLF SERKIN and the Columbia Symphony Orchestra 
join forces in performances of two Mozart plano concertos 
which are outstanding for their high finish and nervous 
energy. George Szell is the conductor and the two composi- 
tions are the Concerto No. 17 in G Major (K. 453) and the 
Concerto No. 25 in C Major (K. 503.) Reproduction of the 
piano tone is unusually good. (Columbia, One 12-inch LP.) 
—T. B. S. 


Popular Records 


THE BARITONE horn, ordinarily associated with brass 
bands, has at last been introduced as a solo jazz instrument. 
It reaches this distinction by the way of a Fantasy 12-inch 
LP entitled “Introducing Gus Mancuso.” The soloist, whose 
nickname is borrowed from that of the famous baseball 
catcher, is actually Ronald Bernard Mancuso of Rochester, 
N.Y., a 23-year-old jazz composer, singer and player of divers 
instruments. On the baritone, his choice in this instance, 
he proves himself a highly capable performer. He has an 
excellent tone, plays cleanly at all tempos, improvises with 
great facility, and knowledge of modern jazz techniques. 
The three separate accompanying ensembles include such 
representatives of the West Coast jazz school as Pianist Gerald 
Wiggins, Drummer Cal Tjader and Tenor Saxophonist Richie 
Kamuca. On the program are four standards and six originals, 
including Mancuso’s “Brother Aintz,” Vince Guaraldi’s “A 
Hatful of Dandruff” and Patricia Tjader’s “And Baby Makes 
Three.” It is on these three that Kamuca’s sax provides 
an enhancing timbre in blend with the sound of the baritone 
horn. 

GENE AUSTIN, the crooning favorite of more than a 
quarter century ago and now back in the limelight because 
of television and motion picture stories of his life, revives 
some of his biggest successes in “My Blue Heaven” (Decca, 
12-inch LP). Those with first-hand knowledge of the Austin 
era will immediately recognize that the collection title is 
identical with that of the 1927 Walter Donaldson song that 
this singer turned into what became the recording business's 
first million-copy seller in the field of popular music. Songs 
in addition to “My Blue Heaven” include “Ramona,” “Caro- 
lina Moon” and “If I Could Be With You.” For anyone in- 
terested in reissues of some of these and other songs Austin 
recorded in his prime, for Victor, copies of last year’s “All- 
Time Favorites” on the “X” label are still floating around. 
MUSIC DESIGNED for the restful hours is found in 
“Dreamy Hans” (RCA-Victor) and “The Tender Touch” (Capi- 
tol). “Hans” features the work of Hans Sommer, once a con- 


lyric, often dramatic, quality about it and is frequently 
just complicated enough to sound like two pianos in close 
collaboration. “Smoke Gets in Your Eyes,” “Lover” and 
“Blue Room” are among his offerings. Nelson Riddle arrange- 
ments are engagingly played by an orchestra under his leader- 
ship in “The Tender Touch.” 
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Soul” and “Symphony.”

Now Rival European Festivals

THE SUMMER MUSIC festival has become a standard 
tourist attraction in Europe and each year some new com- 
munity sets up an open air theater or bandstand and sends 
out folders to the travel agencies. Obviously the time has 
gone when the music loving tripper could make the grand 
circuit of the festival centers in two or three weeks. He 
can touch base at Salzburg, Bayreuth and Edinburgh easily 
enough but having been advised that great doings are afoot 
at Seife-im-Bad or Ecossais sur les Rochers he bucomes fear- 
ful “hat he nay be missing som ‘thing. 

‘ell, if we’s an american and reaily wants to hear 

music, he can stay at home. In saying this I am not yieldiag 
to chauvinism. I am not urging anyone to see America first; 
I would not deprive the Italians of their American dollars or 
the French of the simple pleasure they get in snubbing 
Americans. I am merely leading up to the fact that the 
United States, also, is full of summer music of comparable 
quality to the European output. 
IN MANY of the American music centers summer music 
has been going on for a long time and with no pretext of 
being a festival or anniversary celebration of Lorzing or 
Pfitzner. The Zoo Opera in Cincinnati, the Stadium concerts 
in New York, the Ravinia Park season outside Chicago, the 
Hollywood Bowl and Robin Hood Dell belong in this category. 
They are parts of the community life—as are the Municipal 
Opera and Little Symphony Concerts in St. Louis. 


In general they are extensions of the winter activities; 
and they include practically every city in the country that 
sustains a major orchestra. Summer festivals have also 
become much more numerous, though the distinction be- 
tween a festival and a standard summer season is often merely 
verbal. The Berkshire Festival, however, deserves any honor- 
ific term it chooses to adopt. Special events are undertaken 
and by artists and organizations of the first rank; the atmos- 
phere is genuinely festive. 


THE ASPEN Festival in the mountains of Colorado 
is not as ambitious but it has a distinction of its own. The 
programs are adventurous and the artists perform in an 
atmosphere somewhat similar to what prevails when they are 
playing for themsleves. The audiences include many other 
musicians and students together with laymen who are there 
only because they like music. 


What apparently has happened in the United States is 
similar to the developments in Europe. Communities that 
qualify as summer resorts have come to believe that their 
facilities are not complete unless they can offer something to 
the itinerant music lover. Other cities, unblessed by the 
splendors of nature, make music for their own people. 
PUTTING ONE with the other one finds that more 
than 60 American communities are now staging festivals or 
offering yearly summertime seasons. This number does not 
include all the music camps or workshops—such as Inter- 
lochen in Michigan—and it does not take account of projects 
now in the making. 


One hesitates to assess the cultural significance of this 
phenomenon. At the least it seems to indicate that music 
has become a necessary ingredient of leisure.

Black Widely Experienced. 

Black, whose father was the 
first president of the Federal 
Reserve Bank in Atlanta and 
later chairman of the Board of 
the Federal Reserve System, 
was reared in a financial at- 
mosphere. For many years he 
was with the Chase National 
Bank of New York and for two 
years he was the American rep- 
resentative on the World Bank. 
At the time of his appointment 
as World Bank president in 
1949, he was senior vice-presi- 
dent of Chase. 

Black told the Post-Dispatch 
that although he favors substi- 
tution of foreign aid loans for 

grants wherever practicable, he |

nanced. While the proceeds of 
such local currency loans may 
be ultimately transferable into 
dollars, it must be made clear 
that this will be done in a man- 
ner which would not affect the 
country’s then existing foreign 
obligations and which would not 
otherwise impair its credit.”

Tracing Spitball, 
Moisture to Mitt. 


HE question seemed time- 
ly. “With all this recent 


conversation about the 
spitball,” the puzzled young 
fella said, “what did the spit- 
ter do? How did it break, 
I mean?” 

Although a well-moistened 
pitch has been known to take 
off or sail, dart this way or 
that, reliable authorities such 
as Frank Frisch, Jesse 
Haines and Joe Mathes, just 
to name three, explain that 
most spitters dipped sharply 
at the plate, more abruptly 
and jaggedly than a sinking 
fast ball. And in falling off 
the table, the illegal deliv- 
ery also swerved a little to 
po left or right, inside or

Mathes, chief scout of the 
Cardinals, “on where the 
pitcher’s thumb held the ball 
when it zipped off the mois- 
tened finger-tips.

Basically, then, the spit- 
ball, outlawed since 1920 and 
last thrown legally in the 
majors by Burleigh Grimes 
in 1934, was a sh ropping 
delivery and, as Frisch re- 
membered recently, a heavy 
pitch that didn’t rotate as 
much as a fast ball, curve or 
any other ordinary delivery, 
yet one which had more spin 
than the present-day floating 
finger-tip pitch erroneously 
called a “knuckler.” 

“Like a catcher, infielder 
or outfielder who throws 
what we call a heavy ball, 
one that seems 580 
when you catch it,” 
related, “the spitter seemed 
to fall dead—kerplunk!—and 
sting more when it hit you.” 

The Old Flash grinned. “a 
ought to know,” he said, “be- 
cause that Grimes hit me 
often enough before we final- 
ly became teammates.

“I couldn’t have made it 
without the knuckler,” said 
Pop, who tied Christy Math- 
ewson’s National League rec- 
ord by pitching 18 years for

Haines already had put in 
three fair seasons with the 
Cardinals before, as he re- 
membered it, he talked in 
spring training in 1923 to 
Eddie Rommel, Philadelphia 
righthander who had put to- 
gether a 27-13 season with 
the Athletics in ‘22. Rommel, 
now an American League um- 
pire, showed Jess his pet 
pitch and, mastering it, the 
broad-shouldered Redbird 
perennial achieved his first

modern-day knuckleball 
pitchers, gripped the ball with 
his finger-tips, three of 'em 
as I remember.” (Dickson 
and Hoyt Wilhelm use the 
tips of the index and middle 
fingers.) 

Haines, however, threw the 
knuckler off the joints of 
the first two fingers, doubled 
up under the ball to push it. | 
He actually threw, therefore, 
a true knuckle ball. And at 
times when he used the pitch 
too often, as in the historic 
seventh game of the 1926 
World Series, the knuckles 
became raw and bloody.

middleweight match. 

One title bout was ar- 
ranged. That for the _ light- 
weight crown held by Joe 
Brown, with the Cuban chal- 
lenger, Orlando Zulueta, 
which is to be fought in Den- 
ver next month. : 

There was talk of the light- 
heavyweight bout for Archie 
Moore’s crown, then of a fight 
between Robinson and Car- 
men Basilio, welterweight 
king for the middleweight 
title. 

Even the featherweights 
and the bantamweights came 
in for attention. Negotiations 
are under way for Cherif 
Hamia of Algeria, and Hogan 
Bassey of Nigeria to box for 
the 126-pound title, perhaps 
in Syracuse, N.Y., if it is held 
in this country . 

And there were discussions 
about the tangle in the ban- 
tamweight class involving 
Raul Macias of Mexico, and 
Alphonso Halimi of France. 

But at no time was the 
name of Floyd Patterson, 
heavyweight titleholder, men- 
tioned.

Red-Hot Metal.

IN ATOMIC ATTACKS 


In the event of atomic at- 
tack there will be so many cas- 
ualties that physicians will not 
have time to treat individual 
patients, Navy Capt. Kenneth 
Schenck of Chicago, a physician 
in charge of the medical re- 
serve program for the Navy's 
Ninth District, said here yester- 
day. 

Capt. Schenck said doctors 
would be assigned to sorting 
stations so that they could give 
wounded persons quick exam- 
inations and assign them to 
first-aid workers and disaster 
workers for treatment § for 
burns, broken bones and shock 

At Nagasaki one doctor had 


20,000 patients after the atom 
bomb obiast in 1945. Capt. 
Schenck said heavy casualties 


from an atomic bomb blast here 
would make it impossible for 
physicians to give extensive 
treatment, nursing and medi-| 
cine immediately to persons 
with major injuries but a fair 
survival chance. 

“This is so because our first 
duty will be to prepare for ac- 
tive duty all persons able to do 
useful work,” he said. “Only 
after persons with minor in- 
juries are sorted and treated 
in the course of a day or two 
will doctors have time for those 
requiring extensive treatment. 

Capt. Schenck, who has done 
medical work at the Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., plant of the Atomic 
Energy Commission and for the 
Navy's Damage Control Center 
at Philadelphia, said about 90 
per cent of injuries. from 
atomic blasts are conventional. 

Approximately 50 per cent 
of injured persons within range 
of a blast would have heat 
burns, another 40 per cent frac- 
tures and other traumatic in- 
juries and about 10 per cent, 
radiation injuries. 

In the event of a hydrogen 
bomb attack on St. Louis, a 
major medical problem would 
be radiation burns from fall 
out extending for several hun- 
dred miles. 

“An atomic attack will call 
for the use of trained laymen 
as first-aid assistants end dis- 
aster workers," he said. “The 
psychological problems created 
by shock will be serious. Peuple 
must be given something to do 
with their hands and to fill 
their minds; otherwise they 
might do some crazy things. 
Tornadoes have shown us this.” 

The Navy is now given 
special courses to regular serv- 
ice and reserve physicians on 
how to act in the event of an 
atomic attack. This includes 
the spotting of sources of medi- 
cal supply.

ACH day, the earth makes a complete turn in the timeless 
space of the stars in precisely 23 hours, 56 minutes, 4.091 


seconds. 


In that time, great continents of the world rise, each in its 
turn, to face the sun and pass from dawn to dusk to yet another 
dawn. Thus April 4, 1957, came and went, another day ticked off 
in the life of a planet already four billion years old. 

What, one wonders, happens in a single day in the life of 
the world? What happens to the physical planet itself, to the 
separate nations, to people? Complete answers are impossible but 
even the possibility of fragments is fascinating. What, then, did 
the day mean, what did it add, what did it take away? 


It meant that on April 4, the 
world became about a thousand 
tons heavier as a result of me- 
teoric dust falling through 
space. Serious? Not at all. The 
world already weighed an es- 
timated six thousand million 
million million tons. 

It meant that the cloud 
shrouded peaks of the Hima- 
layas and the Rockies were 
eroded imperceptibly under the 
lash of wind and-rain. By infin- 
itesimal fractions, coastlines 
sank and oceans rose and the 
great glaciers at the top of the 
world were warming in the 
first days of summer light and 
the great glaciers at the bot- 
tom of the world were harden- 
ing in the first days of winter 
twilight. 

In all the great areas of the 
world, the warm and the cool, 
the dark and the light, human- 
ity grew a little and died a

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Trip From Possum Trot 


Ozark Rivers and 
Creeks Running Full 


By Leonard Hall 


from Possum Trot Farm te Van Buren last week were 

running high and full, as they have been since the 
heavy rains began some six weeks ago. Current river was 
no exception, although 
George Henson told us this 
was what is known as a 
“dead rise”; quite differ- 
ent from the brown flood 
that sometimes comes roll- 
ing down after a cloud- 
burst on the headwaters. 
As we drove north up the 
river it was obvious that 
the little back roads which 
wind up the creek beds 
would be impassable; in- 
deed, Ben Davis said many 
of them had washed out 
entirely. With this in mind, 
we made our way to the 
Peck Ranch over a ridge 
road maintained by the 
State Forestry Division so 
so they can move their 
fire - fighting equipment 
into this area quickly. By some coincidence, this particular 
part of Carter and Shannon counties has one of the worst 
records for incendiary forest fires in the state and is also 
one of the sections most subjected to over-grazing. This 
spring, however, there has been little weather suited for 
stringing forest fires along the ridges because the leaf litter 
is generally too wet to burn; and even when a fire is started, 
a rainstorm almost invariably blows up to put it out. Now 
the greenery is so far along that most of the forest fire 
danger is over for this season and the forest rangers can 
sleep at night without keeping one ear cocked for trouble. 

We came into Peck Ranch on the boundary road and 
dropped into Mill Creek valley and the home of Griffith, 
one of the maintenance men on the Refuge, Here his wife 
told us we could travel the creek road to headquarters only 
in a jeep or truck, so again we swung onto, the boundary 
road which follows the high land around the Refuge fence 
and eventually comes to the area where biologist Ken Sad- 
ler and our friend Herb Davis have their homes. On the 
way we had one adventure, Perhaps a hundred yards ahead 
of the ear, Ginnie spotted a wild turkey gobbler feeding 
along unconcernedly near the fence, He was a tremendous 
fellow with a fine “beard” and as we speeded up to come 
nearer, he started to run but couldn't find a good place to 
take off. As we went past him, Tiger suddenly got a good 
look at the gobbler from the back seat, and probably a whiff 
of scent through the open window. His eyes popped and 
he twisted his neck to watch as long as the bird was in 
sight, doubtless thinking, “Boy, that's the biggest quail I 
ever saw.”

There are beaver dams along Mill Creek, the 
deer population on the Refuge is up and there.is a big 
increase in bobwhites which are virtually non-existent on 
the over-grazed open land outside the Refuge fence, With 
the passage of another year the contrast between tree 
growth and cover in the forest understory inside and out- 
side the Refuge is more marked than ever.

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Veteran Pharmacist and His Code 


Jean ('Doc') Jantzen Believes Drug Stores Should Be Just That — Not Catch-Alls

IS name is Jean Jantzen, 

but to several generations 

of St. Louisans he has been 
and is still known as “Doc.” 
He is a man of medium height 
and build, with gray hair, a 
kind face and a gentle air. He 
is seldom seen without a big 
cigar. 


He holds forth at Jantzen’'s 
Pharmacy, 8029 Forsyth boule- 
vard, which is the kind of a 
drug store you don’t see many 
of any more. There are no 
electric toasters, phonograph 
records, grass seed, blue jeans, 
roller skates, lawn furniture or 
parakeets. 


Further, there is no soda 
fountain and not even a cigar 
or candy counter. About the 
only cosmetic you can get there 
is a jar of cold cream of an old 
established brand. You can get 
a bar of English made soap, and 
you can get some standard 
remedies if they come up to 
Doc's requirements, which are 
high. 


But if you go In and ask for 
a bottle of remedy for your ex- 
hausted blood, you won't find 
it. If you ask Doc why, he 
probably will ask, “Did your 
doctor tell you to take it?” If 
you say no, he probably will 
gently suggest, “Then why 
don't you go ask him?” 


This kind of a drug store 
completes the circle for Doe 
Jantzen. It's the kind of store 
he started in more than half a 
century ago, and it’s the kind 
of store he intends to finish in. 
Doc pretends to be a little 


vague about how old he was 


when he first went to work in 
a drug store. There is an old 
family joke, he says, to the ef- 
fect that his mother or his sis- 
ter or someone took him down 
to the drug store in a go-cart 
and dumped him out. 
Anyway, he was a kid in knee 


pants, and the store was the 
Deutches Apotheke shop in 
North St. Louis, gone these 


many years. It was one of sev- 
eral such shops, run in the man- 
ner of the old German apothe- 
cary shops, which stuck to 
medicines. There was a little 
soda fountain about the size of 
a desk, and it dispensed three 
flavors of soda water. Doc's 
work consisted of washing bot- 
tles — they used bottles over 
again in those days, and maybe 
you, too, remember gathering 
all the bottles around the 
house and selling them back 
to the druggist — and running 
errands.

IS boss was named Fred 
Fricke. One.day, Doc says, 
Fricke tossed a copy of Rem- 
ington’s Works of Pharmacy at 
him and said if he would learn 
what was in it, he could go 
right to the top and become a 
registered pharmacist. The 
book, a standard work on phar- 
macy, was as big as a family 
Bible. The young apprentice 
worked 10 hours a day, seven 
days a week—with a half day 
off every other week—and then 
studied until he fell asleep. But 
he got through the book. 

“Then he shot me down to 
the St. Louls College of Phar- 
macy,” Doc recalls, “and I 
worked and went to school.” 
Thanks to his previous study he 
passed his examinations and 
became a registered pharmacist 
a year before he graduated, but 
he went ahead and got his di- 
ploma anyway. 

He became manager of a 
store in 1909, and in 1910, when 
the Deutches Apotheke shops 
went out of business, he bought 
one of the stores, at Olive and 
Newstead. That was in heart 
of the tony residential districts 
of the day, and Doc built up 
quite a carriage trade. He still 
has it, and among some of his 
juvenile customers are _ the 
great great grandchildren of 
some of his original customers. 

He has 1200 charge accounts 
today which are like blue-chip 
investments, and the names on 
them read like the social regis- 
ter. He sends out 1200 state- 
ments with return envelopes on 
the first of the month, and gets 
back checks as regularly and 
promptly as though he had fed 
the statements into Univac. In 
almost 20 years he has had to 
mark off less than $150 in bad 
debts. 

At one time Doe had four 
stores in the west end, pretty 
much like al] drug stores, dis-

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pensing, in addition to drugs, 
everything from hair restorer to 
tennis racquets. Then the de- 
pression came along, and one 
by one, he got out of them. 
The drug store business, he 
thought it over, had become 
largely a matter of merchan- 
dising a lot of things. It had 
strayed far from its path. He 
decided to get back on the 
path. In 1938 he went to Clay- 
ton, which wasn’t what it is to- 
day, and opened his little shop 


with the firm intention of sell- 
ing nothing. 
By that, he explains, he was 


going to fill prescriptions. “I 
would give people what the doc- 
tor ordered, but I wasn’t going 
to sell them anything. If some- 
one came in and asked what 
was good for a cold, I told 
him, ‘See your doctor’.” For a 
long time he didn’t carry any 
patent medicines at all, and the 
few he has now are standard 
remedies which doctors them- 
selves often prescribe. But Doc 
still refuses to recommend any- 
thing. If people say, ‘Don't you 
have this one, or that one?” 
Doc says (if he has them) “yes, 
which one do you want?”

HH arettes at first. But he was 

forced into that. His cus- 
tomers kept asking him to send 
along a carton of this or that 
kind of cigarettes with their 
prescriptions. As a favor, Doc 
would go out to the nearest 
store and get the cigarettes. He 
finally got tired of this, so now 
he keeps a number of cartons 
in a drawer to take care of the

The only place his name ap- 
pears is in the modest sign 
above the front door. He even 
had misgivings about being in- 
terviewed.

The peculiar thing about Doc 
is that although his name is 
over the door, and he runs the 
store just like he always did, 
he is in reality the lowest paid 
apothecary in the place. 

A little more than two years 
ago Doc decided that as soon 
as he rounded out 55 years in 
the business he was going to 
retire. 

“I figured it was time to get 
things in order,” he said, “and 
anyway, my feet were bother- 
ing me, and I figure when you 
get old and get false teeth and 
all, what the hell.”

Doc didn’t have anything 
definite in mind, and Winkle- 
mann asked him if he would 
like to stay on. Doe explained 
he would like nothing better 
and Winklemann said he would 
like nothing better. But Doc 
pointed out that he couldnt 
make more than $100 a month 
or he would lose his social se- 
curity. Winklemann said he 
would be happy to pay him $100 
a month for the rest of his life, 
and he could set his own hours, 
just so long as he stuck his 
head in the door every day. 


That was the way it was 
supposed to be, with Doc semi- 
retired and Winklemann run- 
ning the store. But it didn't 
turn out that way. As far as 
anyone, including Winklemann, 
is able to tell, Doc is still the 
boss. 

Doc has certain rules that he 
put into effect years ago, and 
he still enforces them. One of 
the rules is, a place for every- 
thing and everything in its 
place, even if its the wrong 
place.

Another rule is that nobody 
but a pharmacist can answer 
the telephone.

N the heart of Kansas City 

is Swope Park, one of the 

largest city parks in this 
country. The beautiful swath of 
green has another distinction— 
it is a living memorial to a 
murder victim in one of the 
strangest murder cases in this 
country. When you mix a for- 
tune worth $5,000,000 with three 
sudden deaths and a typhoid 
epidemic that threatened to 
wipe out-most of the heirs to 
the large fortune, then you have 
a situation that outfictions fic- 
tion. It makes the Swope case 
an outstanding crime classic. 

The story opens in Septem- 
ber, 1909, in the mansion of 
Col. Thomas H. Swope, 82-year- 
old multi-millionaire. 

Living in the huge home with 
the aged bachelor millionaire 
were his cousin and close crony, 
Moss Hunton, whom he had 
named in his will to be execu- 
tor and trustee of his estate at 
his death; Mrs. Logan D. Swope, 
widow of Col. Swope’s brother, 
and her children, whom Col. 
Swope loved as if they were 
his own. These included his 
namesake, Thomas H. Swope, 
known as Young Tom; Chris- 
man Swope, and four unmar- 
ried girls, two of them still 
minors, Lucy Lee, Margaret, 
Stella and Sarah. Lucy Lee Was 
on a European tour as the story 
opens. Another daughter, 
Frances, was the wife of Dr. B. 
Clark Hyde, president-elect of 
the county medical society. 

In the closing days of Sep- 
tember Moss Hunton became ill 
and Dr. Hyde, who was visiting 
at the house, diagnosed the ill- 
ness as apoplexy. Dr. D. T. 
Twyman, the family physician, 
agreed with the diagnosis and 
the doctors decided to bleed 
the patient, a remedy no longer 
used as a cure in such cases. 
Dr. Twyman wanted to stop 
after a pint of blood had been 
taken from the patient but Dr. 
Hyde insisted that more bleed- 
ing was necessary and a total 
of six pints of the fluid was 
removed from the veins. The 
treatment may have been too 
drastic as Dr. Twyman feared 
since Hunton became notice- 
ably worse after it and died 
Oct. 1. A registered nurse had 
been in constant attendance. 

Just two days after Hunton’s 
death, Col. Swope had break- 
fast in bed and later took a 
digestive pill. Within a quarter 
of an hour he became ill and 
convulsive. A message was sent 
to Dr. Hyde, who rushed to the 
bedside of the elderly philan- 
thropist and gave him a hypo- 
dermic injection. Col. Swope 
sank into a coma and died that 
evening, the second sudden and 
unexpected death in the Swope 
mansion. 


* _ — 

OL. SWOPE’S will, which 
(was read after his death, 

divided the main bulk of 
his fortune among his various 
nephews and nieces, most of 
whom resided at the mansion, 
with a further provision that if 
any of the main heirs died with- 
out children, their share of the 
fortune was to be divided 
among the survivors. Each 
death of an heir would make 
the shares of the other survi- 
vors much more valuable. 

On Dec. 2 additional misfor- 
tune hit the Swope family. Mar- 
garet Swope became ill and Dr. 
Hyde finally diagnosed her ill- 
ness as typhoid fever. Later that 
night the physician returned to 
find- her brother, Chrisman, 
stricken with the same iliness. 
In the next 48 hours the dread 
epidemie seemed to have swept 
through the household. Others

They said 
they had seen him secretly ad- 
minister capsules to several of 
the patients. The pills were not 
kept in the house and Dr. Hyde 
had not informed them of the 
medicine. It was shortly after 
one of these had been adminis- 
tered to Chrisman that he was 
seized with the fatal convul- 
sions, similar to those suffered 
by — Swope just before his

RS. SWOPE decided to con- 
sult her old friend and for- 
mer physician, Dr. Twyman, 
whom Hyde had ousted sud- 
denly as family doctor by the 
simple expedient of taking over 
at the mansion. 

The suspicion voiced by the 
nurses staggered the physician. 
Not only did it indicate that 
the people in the Swope man- 
sion had been infected deliber- 
ately, but it also meant that 
one of the wealthiest men in the 
country had been murdered in 
a plot that included the murder 
of his business adviser and most 
of his heirs. Five of those still 
ill with typhoid were important 
heirs. 

“Let’s not jump to any con- 
clusions on a matter as serious 
as this,” the doctor urged Mrs: 
Swope. At the same time he de- 
cided that it would be best to 
play it safe and advised Mrs. 
Swope to notify Dr. Hyde that 
he was being replaced as family 
physician by Dr. Twyman. 

Dr. Twyman took over in the 
house and casually questioned 
the various patients. None of 
them had received any treat- 
ment or medication from Dr. 
Hyde before they became ill. 
Lucy Lee said that Dr. Hyde 
had met ber at the boat and on 
the train ride back had pre 
sented her with a box of choco- 
lates, which both of them ate. 
She was certain she had not 
scratched herself while in Dr.

Dr. Stewart replied that he 
had a number of cultures of 
different bacteria but as he was 
temporarily short of culture 
media he suggested that Dr. 
Hyde purchase some and he 
would provide the live germs. 
Several days later Dr. Hyde 
brought him test tubes contain- 
ing the culture media and the 
bacteriologist gave him live 
samples of different germs, in- 
cluding diptheria, streptococci 
and typhoid.

SECRET court order was 
A obtained to exhume the 

bodies of Col. Swope and 
his nephew. Chrisman Swope. 
Experts were called in for the 
autopsy. An alert reporter 
learned of the exhumation order 
but not the reason for it and 
the story became front-page 
news with wild rumors and 
guesses spreading through Kan- 
sas City. 


The autopsy disclosed that 
Col. Swope and Chrisman had 
died of a lethal dose of cyanide 
and Dr. Hyde was indicted for 
their murder by poisoning and 
for killing Moss Hunton by lit- 
erally bleeding him to death. 
The full story of the diabolical 
plot ef which he was accused 
stunned not only the residents 
of Kansas City but the nation. 


After a bitterly contested 
court trial, Dr. Hyde was found 
guilty and sentenced to life im- 
prisonment. His wife, Frances, 
poured out her share of the 
Swope fortune in his defense 
and managed to secure a rever- 
sal of the conviction and an 
order for a new trial. By now 
more than two years had passed. 
The second trial ended in a mis- 
trial when one of the jurors 
went insane. The third trial 
ended with the jury unable to 
agree on a verdict, 


It was now 1917, eight years 
later, and the lengthy litigation, 
which the Swope family had 
been footing, was wiping out 
the fortune. They decided to 
let the county prosecute but 
local officials said they did not 
have the funds to pay the court 
fees for the various experts. 
The defense moved for a dis- 
missal and the motion was 
granted. Although Dr. Hyde 
theoretically had been cleared 
he was ousted by the medic 
society, and found his practice 
had evaporated. His wife now 
believed him guilty and she ob- 
tained a divorce and became re- 
conciled with her family. He 
died several years later while 
listening to election returns. 
Police closed their files on the 
case naming Dr, Hyde as the 
killer. If he was the killer, he 
certainly would remind one of

In August, 1955, I arrived in Geneva, Switzerland, 
for the International Conference on the Peaceful Use 
of Atomic Energy. The Russian scientists had not yet 
arrived, and speculation about their achievements was 
lively among us American delegates. As historian for 
the Atomic Energy Commission, I was inclined to be- 
lieve that science could not have advanced much in 
the totalitarian Soviet Union. Right after the opening 
session of the conference, I rushed to visit the Soviet 
technical exhibits. 

I'll never forget my surprise. 

The Russian exhibits, though not up to our stand- 
ards, indicated great accomplishments. This was espe- 
cially so in the field of the atomic reactor — the device 
in which energy is released from atoms. One display 
was a model of a building housing an atomic power 
plant. They called it the “first in the world” because 
it was the first to produce electricity continuously for

more than a year. Power stations in our country had 
operated earlier, but not over long periods. 

A few days later came a still greater surprise. The 
Russian physicist Veksler spoke on the various types 
of modern particle accelerators — huge machines 
used not for utilitarian purposes, but to investigate the 
ultimate constitution of matter. A small dapper man 
with a spacious forehead, Veksler showed us slides of 
a circular building more than 60 yards in diameter. 
This was the seat of a new Soviet accelerator, the 
largest and most powerful in the world. (I should add 
that more powerful ones now are under construction 
in the United States and elsewhere. ) 

Those Russian achievements opened my eyes. No 
matter what other weaknesses time may reveal in the 
Soviet empire, we must recognize Russia's very real 
scientific know-how — and pray that it will be used 
for good, not evil. eg

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How the FBI 


EDITOR'S NOTE: A few weeks ago, in Washington, 
D.C., agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
startled the nation by arresting James Riddle Hoffa, 
one of the top men in organized labor, on bribery 
charges. At 44, short, stocky “Jimmy” Hoffa had 
been considered politically invulnerable. In 25 
years he had clawed his way up from 32¢-an-hour 
warehouse worker to vice-president of the 1,400,- 
000-member Teamsters Union and head of the 
Teamsters Central Conference (half a million 
members ). According to Chairman John McClellan 
of the Senate Select Committee probing labor rack- 
eteering, Hoffa practically controlled all transpor- 
tation, except railroads, between the Atlantic Coast 
and the Rocky Mountains. And he looked like a 
good bet to succeed 62-year-old Dave Beck as Team- 
sters president. 

But Jimmy Hoffa, the reputed “smart guy,” ap- 
parently outsmarted himself. Here is the compléte 
story, with many details revealed for the first time.

ee T WAS JUST a routine operation for the 
| FBI,” explained a high official of the Fed- 


eral Bureau of Investigation. 

He referred to one of the most sensational ar- 
rests of recent times——the apprehension on a 
bribery charge of James R. “Jimmy” Hoffa, one 
of the nation’s most powerful labor leaders. 

The FBI official was being unduly modest. The 
arrest already is being cited as a classic example of 
FBI operations in its ceaseless war against crime. 
It also is the story of effective FBI cooperation with 
a racket-busting Senate committee. 

It begins with a phone call. The time was last 
February 14 — St. Valentine’s Day. The call was 
to Robert F. Kennedy, boyish-looking counsel of 
the Senate Committee (PaARApE, April 28). 

The caller identified himself as John Cye Cheasty 
(rhymes with “hasty”), a New York lawyer. “Mr. 
Kennedy,” he said, “I've got information that will 
make your hair curl.” 

The next day Cheasty told his story to Kennedy 
in the latter’s office in the Senate Office Building. 
Kennedy munched on a cheese sandwich as he took 
notes. It was a startling story, indeed. 

In essence, what Cheasty reported was that 
Jimmy Hoffa had offered him $18,000 to “infil- 
trate” Kennedy’s staff and obtain secret information 
from the files. Hoffa particularly wanted to know 
what the Committee had on him. 

Kennedy was dubious. But his doubts were 
quickly dispelled when Cheasty tossed on the desk 
$700 of the $1,000 he said Hoffa gave him as an 
“advance.” 

. Asking Cheasty to wait, Kennedy strode into the 
office of Committee Chairman John McClellan. 
After hearing the story, the Arkansas Democrat 
drawled, “This is a job for the FBI.” 


Fifteen minutes later FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover joined them. Quickly sizing up the situa- 
tion, Hoover suggested a strategy which met with 
McClellan's approval. Part of that strategy was to 
keep the matter a secret from even other members 
of the eight-man Senate Committee. However, Atty. 
Gen. Herbert Brownell was to be informed. 

And who was John Cye Cheasty? FBI agents in 
New York and Washington soon pieced together 
his background. He was 49, lived in Brooklyn with 


_ his wife and five children . . . had served with the 


Secret Service, Internal Revenue’s intelligence unit 
.. . Navy intelligence officer during World War II 
... retired as Naval Commander in 1951, follow- 
ing a heart attack . . . later did part-time legal work 
from office at 67 Wall Street . . . no derogatory in- 
formation in FBI files. 

At 7 that night, Cheasty spelled out his story to 
McClellan, Kennedy and two FBI agents. 

On February 12, he said, he received a call from 
Hyman I. Fischbach, a lawyer for whom he had 
done investigative work. Fischbach asked Cheasty 
to meet him in Washington. Cheasty did so the 
next day. Fischbach explained a client needed help 
in connection with the forthcoming Senate probe 
of the Teamsters. The client, of course, was Jimmy 
Hoffa. That night Cheasty flew to Detroit. 

The next morning Cheasty called on Hoffa in his 
office at the Teamsters’ Building, where the parking 
lot was crowded with black Cadillacs. Hoffa got to 
the point quickly. He wanted Cheasty to obtain a 
staff job with the Committee and, thenceforth, sup- 
ply him with certain information. 

Cheasty agreed, took 10 $100 bills as a start, 
flew back to New York and called Kennedy. 


The Trap Is Arranged 


That was Cheasty’s sworn story. Its implications 
were enormous. Jimmy Hoffa, ruthless though he 
is, always had been careful, always had used his 
great power discreetly, rarely had slipped. 

Had he slipped with Cheasty? The FBI decided 
to find out. It set a trap —- with Cheasty as the bait. 

The next day, February 15, Cheasty returned 
to New York. On February 16 he lunched with 
Fischbach and reported he had a good chance of 
landing a Committee job. On February 18 he flew 
back to Washington. 

Meanwhile, Bob Kennedy had a problem. Weeks 
before, he had agreed to dine with Hoffa at the 
home of Hoffa’s Washington attorney, Edward T. 
Cheyfitz. Cheyfitz originally had arranged the din- 
ner after Kennedy expressed a desire to meet the 
legendary labor leader. Kennedy now had qualms 
about it. He agreed only after being advised that 
canceling the dinner — for which Hoffa was fiving 
to Washington — might look peculiar. 

Arriving in Washington February 19, Hoffa pro- 
ceeded to Cheyfitz’ offices in the Hill Building. 
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For the first time, here is 
_a blow-by-blow story of the 


way the Government sprang a

trap on labor’s ‘smart guy’ 


There he got a phone call from Cheasty. (This, like 
all succeeding calls, were monitored by the FBI. 
There was no wiretapping, however.) They ar- 
ranged to meet at the corner of 17th and I Streets. 
There — under FBI observation — Cheasty gave 
Hoffa the names of witnesses who were to be sub- 
poenaed by the Committee. In turn, Hoffa advised 
Cheasty to call his Detroit secretary, red-headed 
Mrs. Dorothy Dobrescu, whenever he wanted to 
make contact. 

“It was very pleasant at dinner that night,” Chey- 
fitz recalls. “Hoffa told Kennedy he would cooper- 
ate with the Committee to the fullest, that he would 
produce all his books and answer all questions with- 
out relying on the Fifth Amendment.” 

The next morning, Wednesday, February 20, 
Cheasty was sworn in as a Committee staff member 
at $4,600 a year. (Legally, he could not be paid 
more, lest he lose his disability pension.) At the 
FBI's behest, he was assigned to New York — sup- 
posedly to look into building-trades racketeering. 


Hoffa Gets Impatient 


Cheasty promptly began feeding Hoffa a stream 
of FBI-screened information. Naturally, no mem- 
ber of the Committee staff had any inkling of the 
dangerous game Cheasty was playing. In fact, a 
fellow investigator complained bitterly to Kennedy: 
“This guy, Cheasty, is goofing off.” 

Then Hoffa demanded something more meaty. 
On Thursday, February 28, he urged Cheasty to 
seek a transfer to Washington. The FBI also 
thought it a splendid idea — and on Friday, March 
8, Cheasty was able to report he was on his way. 

On March 10, Hoffa himself arrived in Wash- 
ington for a conference of building-trades unions. 
Stopping at the DuPont Plaza Hotel, he occupied 
Suite 219-220, a $25-a-day affair. The next day, 
Monday, Cheasty assumed duties on Capitol Hill. 

Now the FBI decided to make its first big move. 
Brought into the picture was Carmine Bellino, a 
balding, soft-spoken FBI alumnus who had set up 
his own agency in Washington. The FBI plan 
called for a Cheasty-Hoffa rendezvoug at which 
documents were to be passed. Bellino selected the 
documents — two Committee interviews with cer- 
tain people, plus six supplementary documents — 
and the FBI approved them. 

The next day, March 12, Cheasty phoned to set 
a meeting with Hoffa for 7 p.m. in DuPont Circle, a 
grassy park across the street from Hoffa's hotel. The 
FBI gave Cheasty an envelope containing the docu- 
ments. He also was searched and found to have $12 
on his person. (This was to help establish a legal 
case in the event of a payoff.) Cheasty then drove 
off in a cab, an FBI agent at the wheel. 

As the clock struck 7, the cab cqgme by the hotel, 
picked up Hoffa, swung around DuPont Circle and 
stopped. Cheasty and Hoffa walked into the park. 


Hoffa did most of the talking. He said he wasn’t 
worried about the Committee; he had been investi 
gated before. 

In a darkened office, overlooking the park, a 
motion-picture camera— manned by two FBI 
agents —— filmed the scene. Other FBI agents, pos- 
ing as passersby, sauntered through the area. 

Cheasty handed over the envelope. Hoffa, look- 
ing pleased, said he would return it at 11 p.m. They 
shook hands. In doing so, Hoffa slipped Cheasty 
20 $100 bills. Cheasty returned to the cab. Hoffa 
walked to the hotel. 

In selecting the documents, full advantage was 
taken of the rivalry existing between Hoffa and 
Teamsters President Dave Beck. As Hoffa returned 
them to Cheasty, he remarked happily: “If that is 
what they've got on Beck, his goose is cooked.” 

Lights burned late at FBI headquarters on Penn- 
sylvania Avenue that night. The FBI agents in the 
case had not been prepared for the quick payoff. 
They decided to close in before Hoffa left town. 

The next day, just 10 minutes before his Com- 
mittee was to resume hearings, the FBI called Bob 
Kennedy into conference. He and McClellan de- 
parted for what reporters were told was a “routine

discussion of a legal matter not connected with the 
hearing.” Before leaving, Kennedy turned his chair 
over to “my new assistant” —- Cye Cheasty. 

The meeting in McClellan’s office included the 
Senator, Kennedy, two FBI agents and Asst. Atty. 
Gen. Warren Olney, head of the Justice Depart- 
ment’s Criminal Division. Another passage of docu- 
ments was decided upon. Legally, to arrest Hoffa, 
the documents had to be on his person. Bellino 
again was called in to select them. And Cheasty 
made another appointment, this time for 11 p.m. 

Unaware of the trap being set for him, Hoffa 


dined at the Sheraton-Carlton Hotel with seven 
Republican Congressmen from Michigan. He left 
early to attend a conference with Machinists Union 
officials. 

Bob Kennedy dined at home with his wife, Ethel. 
She recalls: “All evening I knew Bobby was rest- 
less. He said he was waiting for an important call 
from Senator McClellan. He wouldn't tell me what 


_ it was all about.” 


Meanwhile the stage was being set. FBI men 
were staked out around the DuPont Plaza Hotel. 
The lobby, clearly visible from the street through 
glass walls, was crowded with union officials. The 
air was heavy with cigar smoke and laughter. 

At 11, Cheasty arrived in an FBI-driven cab. He 
got out and waited in the hotel shadows. Hoffa ap- 
peared five minutes later, accepted the documents 
and went back into the hotel. 

He was just entering a self-service elevator when 
six men surrounded him. One tapped thim on the 
shoulder and announced: “FBI.” Hoffa, who is 
famous for his temper,.was startled but did not 
resist. An agent quickly frisked him and removed 
the incriminating documents. 

Hoffa's friends, observing something amiss, con- 
verged on the FBI men, but the latter formed a 
screen and pushed through the crowd with Hoffa 
in tow. Lawyer Cheyfitz, who was in the lobby, 
asked what was going on. “FBI,” an agent replied. 

As the convoy departed for the District Court- 
house, Cheyfitz called Edward Bennett Williams, 
the capital’s best-known criminal lawyer. Williams 
had been asleep; dressing quickly, he hurried down 
to arrange for Hoffa’s release on $25,000 bond. 


Jokes with the Kennedys 


Also on hand were Bob Kennedy and his wife, 
for whom the post-midnight arraignment was “most 
exciting.” “I've never been to one before,” said 
Ethel Kennedy. 

Hoffa joshed with the Kennedys. He said he had 
read they like to ride horses every morning. “Bet 
I’m a better horseman,” he quipped, adding he gets 
his exercise doing pushups. “I can do 35,” Hoffa 
said. “How many can you do?” Kennedy said he 
didn’t know. Leaving the court after posting bond, 
Hoffa called to Kennedy, “So long, Bobby-Bob.” 

The next morning, still in good spirits, Hoffa 
read a press statement, declaring his innocence of 
any “wrongdoing.” On March 29, along with 
lawyer Fischbach, he formally pleaded not guilty. 
His secretary, Mrs. Dobrescu, was held as a material 
witness under $5,000 bond on a detaining order 
which said “there is a likelihood she might flee . . . 
The United States to avoid testifying . . .” 

After testifying in secret before the grand jury, 
John Cye Cheasty went into hiding under day-and- 
night protection.

THE BALL PLAYERS REPLY: 


We're not ‘ 


by JOHN DEVANEY 


Seldom has a PARADE sport story caused 
a bigger fuss than a recent article by . 
hockey star Jim Thomson. He pointed 
out that hockey players last out games 
despite broken bones, 20 or 30 stitches 
in the face, black eyes and other painful 
injuries. Baseball players, he noted, are 
taken out of games—and sometimes stay 
out for weeks — because of trifling in- 
juries like sore insteps, bruised knees and 
strained leg and arm muscles. 

His conclusion: Ball players are 
pampered. 

But the ball players don’t agree. 
PARADE has just interviewed a sampling 
of them, gotten some pretty strong 
opinions on the subject. 


“First of all,” says Yankee infielder Billy 
Martin, “you've got to remember that 
hockey has completely different rules. If 
a hockey player is hurt, he can be stitched

pampered 


up and put back in the game. But not in 
baseball; once you're taken out, even if 
you feel fit, you can’t come back again.” 

Then the hockey player is betier pro- 
tected, says ex-Card pitcher Don Liddle. 
“All that padding they wear guards a cut 
or bruise from further injury. But one 
slide and a baseball player can seriously 
aggravate a bruise; there’s nothing be- 
tween him and hard ground but cloth.” 

What irritated the players most, how- 
ever, was Thomson’s blast at Ted Wil- 
liams, who was out a whole month last 
season with a sore instep. “Of course a 
hockey player could stay in the line-up 
with such an injury,” snaps Milwaukee 
slugger Eddie Mathews. “You could do 
almost anything — pound a typewriter, 
work in a machine shop, sell socks—and 
an injury like that wouldn't bother you 
much. 

“But Ted is paid to hit baseballs. And 
to hit well, you've got to have a perfectly 
meshed swing. It’s like a machine being 
run by a series of gears; bust one gear 
and the machine won't work. Same thing 
with Williams: that one sore foot threw 
his whole swing out of whack.” 

Couldn’t he have tried? “Why?” fires 
back Detroit pitcher Frank Lary. “He'd 
be hurting his team. In baseball there's 
always a guy on the bench who can do 
the job almost as well as a regular. And 
a second stringer batting .270 is a bet- 
ter man to have in the line-up than an 
injured Williams hitting only .200.” 

Nettled especially were the pitchers 
(whom Thomson called “the most pam- 
pered of all ball players”). “Sure,” re- 
plies White Sox ace Billy Pierce, “a sore 
arm or shoulder — it wouldn't bother a 


hockey player or a stenographer—but it 
will sideline a pitcher. That soreness is 
taking just a little speed off his fast ball. 
And in the majors, just a little less speed 

is the difference between winning a 
game and being knocked out in the first 
inning.” 

Injuries shelve ball players more often 
than hockey players, says Red Sox trainer 
Jack Fadden, “because more coordination 
is needed to throw a fast ball—or hit it 
—than jis needed to whack a puck up 
and down ice. Only in the hips, to gener- 
ate skating speed, does a hockey player 
have to be coordinated. And when they 
hurt those hips, you'll notice, they stay 
off the ice.” 

_ Lhey sometimes should stay off any- 
way, says Billy Martin vehemently. “Last 
winter I saw the Rangers’ Lou Fontinato 
get belted during a hockey game. Sure, 
he came back —- but he wasn’t near as 
effective. If a man’s hurting, it just fig- 
ures he’s not going to be as good.” 

When their efficiency isn't impaired, 
injured ball players have as much forti- 
tude as anybody, Mathews feels. “I've 
played with a broken nose,” he says, “and 
pitchers have finished games with broken 
bones in their non-throwing arms.” 


Time for Healing 


“One other thing to remember,” says 
the Redlegs’ Ed Bailey, “is that most 
hockey injuries are cuts, which mend 
quickly..Most baseball injuries are things 
like shoulder separations and pulled 
muscles, which take time to heal.” 

Only one of Thomson's charges was 
accepted by baseball men: that teams 
don’t like to take chances with stars. 

“Darn right we don’t,” says Cardinal 
coach and scout Al Hollingsworth. “A 
team spends maybe $300,000 over five 
years to groom a player like our Wally 
Moon for the big leagues. Think we'll 
risk all that by playing him when he’s 
hurt? Of course we won't. 

“Is this pampering? I don’t think so. 
To me, staying on the bench when you're 
hurt is just plain good sense.” 7

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What to do 
if your dog is 
NEUROTIC 


by SID ROSS and FRANK LEWIS 


ANXIETY-RIDDEN spaniel awaits treatment at animal hospital. Symptoms: 
constant trembling, jumping and barking at noises. Main hope: expert care. 


MONKEYS, TOO: Not only dogs suffer from 
the pace of modern life. Consider monkeys. As 
an experiment, Dr. Henry J. Tunen of Pennsyl- 
vania Medical College recently gave certain 


from painful electric shocks. Those with the re- 
sponsibility developed what Dr. Tunen .erms 
“executive ulcers.” . . . Cats — which lead re- 
laxed lives and are largely indifferent to hu- 
mans — seldom get ulcers. Is there a moral here? 


ARDMORE, PA. 
Jo-Jo was a bouncy, good-natured cocker 
spaniel. He didn’t stay that way. His 
trouble was one no dog could avoid: the 
wrong family chose him for a pet. In the 
family were Bill, his wife, Alice, and 
two youngsters. Even in their small, over- 
crowded apartment Jo-Jo might have 
fared well, except that both Bill and his 
wife were neurotics. 
Bill wasn’t happy with his marriage. 
Alice was peevish, lonely, nagging. The 
two boys were undisciplined. Jo-Jo 


didn’t have a chance. He had no regular 


feeding time. He often was reprimanded 
— with a strap — for little cause. The 
boys mauled him. There was no sched- 
ule, no order in the household. 

In a few months Jo-Jo was as con- 
fused, unhappy and neurotic as his mas- 
ters. He alternated hiding under the bed 
with aggressive batking and snapping. 
One day he took a nip at one of the boys 
who was pestering him. That did it — 
Bill took Jo-Jo back to the kennels. 

This case history of a dog turned neu- 
rotic is from the files of Dr. William C. 
Glenney, President of the American Vet- 
erinary Radiology Society and owner of 
the Ardmore Animal Hospital here. 
Among Dr. Glenney’s canine patients 
have been scores of neurotic dogs. What 
makes them that way? 

“People,” he says. “Don’t blame the 
dog. Dogs are sensitive to the psychologi- 
cal climate of the family. In a neurotic 
family, the dog will become a frustrated, 
mixed-up, neurotic canine.” 

Money-hungry kennel owners, the 
doctor continues, share a major part of 
the responsibility for neurotic dogs by 
breeding them indiscriminately. They 
don’t care about a dog’s disposition. All 
they want are lots of pups to sell. 


Heredity Shows Up 


Consequently, ill-natured dogs — so 
long as they're handsome — are bred. 
Later you, as a customer, go to the kennel 
and select a cute pup. In a couple of 
months littl Fido, despite good care, 
begins showing traits such as nervous- 
ness, moodiness, unfriendliness. But 
you ve paid your money and you're stuck. 

The more popular the breed, the more 
likely the dog will be neurotic. “Take the 
beagle,” Dr. Glenney says. “Here is one 
of the nicest, most docile of breeds. But 
in the last two years it has become the 
most popular dog in the United States. 
Now dissatisfied owners are bringing 
their beagles to the hospital. Some of the 
dogs are cringing, some aggressive. And 
all because breeders, cashing in on the 
beagle’s popularity, have allowed the 
occasional unpleasant ones to multiply. 
Cocker spaniels went through the same 
phase. Now it’s starting with poodles.” 
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Environment also plays its role in 


“canine neurosis, the doctor says. Keep a 


great Dane or any large dog in a Pe- 
kingese-size apartment and you may well 
have a neurotic dog on your hands. 

“Generally, country dogs are lucky 
compared to their city cousins,” the doc- 
tor says. “Urban dogs have to contend 
with the confusions of city noises, lights, 
traffic, crowds of people and other ‘perils’ 
of civilization. The incidence of neurosis 
is three to five times higher among city 
dogs than those in the country.” 

Other factors which may lead a dog 
down the unhappy neurotic path are 
improper diet, irregular feeding and cer- 
tain virus diseases. In fact, Dr. Glenney 
has treated some highly distressed dogs 
for ulcers.

What can you do about it if your dog 
is high-strung, nervous, hypersensitive, 
cringing or aggressive, if he constantly 
trembles or takes no interest in a dog's 
life ? 

The first and best solution, of course, 
is to-make sure the dog you buy isn’t 
neurotic to start with. Ask the pet-shop 
owner for permission to take your pros- 
pective pet to a vet. Often the vet can tell 
his disposition at.a glance. If this isn’t 
allowed, walk out. 

But if your dog does develop a neuro- 
sis, make sure his feeding and walking 
schedules are regular. Don’t allow your 
youngsters to maul or tease him. Does 
he have plenty of living space? And how 
about your own life? Is it the kind that 
may be transmitting a neurosis to your 
defenseless pet ? 

If all else fails, take him to a good vet. 
He'll get care, understanding, maybe 
even tranquilizing pills. After such treat- 
ment, Dr. Glenney reports, many a mis- 
erable, mixed-up dog has returned home 
happy and healthy. .

newspapers and magazines you'd ordi- 
narily take the time to read anyway. 

Before each lesson, says McCord, 
“you've got to relax completely. To do 
that, teenagers can mambo or chew 
gum; adults probably would prefer 
- more sedate ways to shed tension.” 

Two suggestions from the teacher: 

1) Clench your fist as hard as you 
can, then relax it. Do this for about two 
minutes. Then tense a muscle in your 
arm and relax it. Repeat this with the 
shoulders, thighs and calves for a total 
of about 10 minutes. 

2) Sit in a comfortable chair. Con- 
centrate on your arms, “telling” them 
to relax. Next make your legs the tar- 
get, thinking hard until you release all 
tensions. Do the same with the abdo- 
men, then the face. Finally concentrate 
on the entire body. Total time: about 
15 minutes. 


BUBBLE GUM is used by 
three of McCord’s pupils 
to ease tension. His 
method, he cdaims, will 
allow anyone to read 
twice as much — and re- 
tain it all —in the same 
amount of time. 


After you're relaxed, says McCord, 
read a half-dozerr paragraphs and time 
yourself. Then count the words and 
divide by the number of seconds you 
‘ needed to read them. Average is about 
300 words a minute. } 


Now try improving your time by 


scanning sentences, reading for the 
idea instead of each individual word. 
Make sure you don’t stop on words and 
don’t lip-read. Again check your time. 

Do this a half-hour each day, says 
McCord, conscientiously trying to in- 
crease your speed. (Your reading mat- 
ter should be consistently difficult; 
don’t test yourself one day on a techni- 
cal book, a popular book the next.) 

In two weeks you'll be reading 30 to 
50 per cent faster, says Dr. McCord. 
And, he adds, “you'll soon be 100 per 
cent faster if you remember just one 
thing — keep relaxed.” cs

have been overlooked by vacationers. A string of 4 
pencil-shaped, mile-wide islands that skirt the m 
length of the state’s Atlantic coast, the Outer ™ ol 
Banks first were settled in 1585; but they have . 
been a last frontier until a few years ago. a ss

As the Mikula family of Lakewood, Ohio, dis- 
covered recently, the islands preserve much of 
their wild charm. The Mikulas, who are pic- 
tured on these pages, have made almost a career 
of seeking beach areas uncluttered by board- 
walks, shooting galleries and honky-tonks. The 
previous three summers, they had visited beach 
resorts; each time, they were disappointed. On 
the Outer Banks, they found what they wanted. 

“We'll probably come back here again,” says 
Joe Mikula, a traffic policeman in the Cleveland 
suburb. “We like places that aren't just one neon 
sign after another. We like things that the whole 
family can see and do.” 

Among the “things for the whole family” 
which the Mikulas — Joe, his wife Mildred, 


Gayle, 10, and Melvin, 8 —- found were 70 
miles of open beach. Together these vast 
stretches of sand make up the nation’s first sea- 
side park, the Cape Hatteras National Seashore 
Recreational Area. An improvement program, 
including bathhouses, museums and visitor cen- 
ters, now is under way. 

Paralleling the Park Service development, 
new motels and accommodations are blossom- 
ing. The unspoiled beaches, however, will re- 
main primitive. The Mikulas found the hard- 
packed sands ideal for Gayle and Melvin. Surf 
is gentle and rolling, and the bottom slopes 
gradually, without sharp drop-offs. Here and 
there the sand is breached by the whitened hulk 
of a ship torn open on the shoals offshore.

Gayle and Melvin scrambled over these 
skeletons, speculating on their past. Ship- 
wreck days off Hatteras — in pre-radio 


and radar days, the “Graveyard of the At- 


-lantic” — were recounted again and again 


for the Mikulas. Melvin, for whom the 
sea and ships hold a deep fascination, 
spent hours listening to the memories of 
Richard Dailey, a native Banker whose 
grandfather had won the Congressional 
Medal of Honor for a daring sea rescue. 

Outer Banks history begins when Sir 
Walter Raleigh planted the first English 
colony on Roanoke Island. (This was the 
birthplace of Virginia Dare, famous as the 
first English child born in America.) 
Some time between 1587 and 1591, when 
a relief expedition arrived, the colonists 
vanished. There was one clue: the word 
Croatoan carved on a tree. Searchers sus- 
pected the colonists had fled to Croatoan 
(now Ocracoke) Island, but no trace of 
them was found there. 

This brief stay is memorialized at Fort 
Raleigh Historical Site, where the fort and 
several cabins have been restored; and in

The Lost Colony, an outdoor_historical 
drama which the Mikulas saw one eve- 
ning. (General admission: $2.) 

More recent history is commemorated 
just outside the park, at Kill Devil Hill. 
Gayle, a fifth-grade student, had recently 
learned about the Wright brothers. From 
a monster sand dune topped by the Wright 
Memorial, she could trace the paths of 
their first four flights, made in 1903. 

Gayle also is the family fisherman. The 
Outer Banks are famous for fishing (and 
for waterfowl hunting, in fall); even be- 
ginning surfcasters like Gayle have luck 
with bluefish, pompano and channel bass. 


Costs Are Moderate 


Several mornings at dawn, she coaxed 
her dad to the beach to try surf-casting. 
Once they tried fishing in the Gulf Stream, 
where marlin, sailfish, dolphin, mackerel 
and other species abound.

T. CHARLES in recent months has 
become aware of a new luncheon 
group at its southern border.

They 
are provided the scenic elegance usu- 
ally afforded penthouse diners.

The diners’ privacy never is 
violated, for they're the workers em- 
ployed on the new bridge being built 
across the Missouri River at St. les. 

Start of the bridge luncheon is sig- 
naled by the blast of a river barge 
whistle. Because lunch time is limited 
to 30 minutes, most of the men eat at 
the precise spot where they are work- 
ing. To walk a quarter of a mile or 


more along the narrow girders and de- 
scend 93 feet to the ground would con- 
sume most of the time allotted them. 
Dining tables, like as not, are tops 
kegs of rivets, steel beams or piles 
: lumber. as be 2-by-12 
anking or reels of cable. The lunches 
sausddiy are of large proportions. 
After tugging at 26- d impact 
wrenches and swinging 18-pound sledge 
hammers, the workers are hungry. 
Most men on the job eat two sand- 
wiches (with as many as three luncheon 
meats in each), two hard-boiled eggs, 
hot peppers or relish, some form of pud-

EXAS’ DISASTROUS seven-year drouth ended violently 

as flood waters, compounded from the wettest April in 

history, swirled across the state. Day after day, five 
to seven inches of rain poured on the land, first filling dehy- 
drated rivers and streams, then sending them spilling over 
their banks in torrents, inundating cities and farms. 

Every major river in Texas rose to flood stage or higher. 
More than a hundred highways were closed by spreading 
flood waters or designated hazardous. Many towns were 
isolated or under water; some were evacuated. Early last 
week the death toll stood at 11 with many persons missing. 

With the floods came more than 60 tornadoes which 
struck broadly over the state to add their explosive destruc- 
tion to the mounting damage—now estimated in the tens 
of millions’ of dollars. Texans, who so recently looked to 
the skies for rains to end their drouth, now look for surcease.
